Master's  Address 


We  have  assembled  in  this  Sixty-eighth  Annual  Session  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  Grange  at  a  time  when  the  clouds  of  war,  hate,  jealousy 
and  envy  hang  heavy  and  threaten  to  destroy  many  of  the  good  things 
found  in  our  modem  civilization.  We  in  America  have  much  to  be  thankful 
for  and  must  never  lo6e  sight  of  the  essential  virtues  that  have  made 
America  great.  The  honest  toil,  thrift,  perseverance  and  independence  of 
our  forefathers  merited  the  favor  of  the  All  Wise  Father  who  richly 
blessed  our  nation,  and  as  long  as  we  use  old-fashioned  common  sense  and 
revere  and  practice  the  high  Chris-tian  ideals  of  early  America  our  destiny 
is  secure. 

We  must  face  the  future  with  a  full  determination  that  honor,  cour- 
age, and  fairness  will  guide  the  destinies  of  our  people  and  that  the  brute 
force  that  has  crushed  the  feeble  and  weak  in  other  lands  shall  never 
gain  a  foothold  in  our  country. 

Adequate  Defense 

We  believe  in  an  efficient  and  adequate  National  Defense  Program 
that  will  make  us  secure  from  outside  attack,  and  while  preparing  for  out- 
ward defense  we  must  ever  be  alert  to  the  dangers  within,  and  in  the 
words  of  our  Worthy  National  Master,  "We  should  all  be  proud  to  hold 
membership  in  an  organization  which  for  seventy  years  has  banned  Com- 
munists from  membership". 

Grave  as  is  the  danger  to  our  national  security  from  abroad,  the  great- 
est threat  to  our  Democracy  and  the  American  way  of  life  comes  from 
those  who  are  willing  to  barter  their  birthright  for  a  mere  pittance  of 
present  day  need,  not  realizing  that  since  the  dawn  of  creation  and  the 
beginning  of  Man  material  needs  have  existed  and  that  the  American 
birthright  of  Liberty  and  Freedom  were  bought  by  centuries  of  toil  and 
sacrifice,  even  life  itself. 

Too  few  of  our  people  realize  the  responsibility  of  perpetuating  a 
heritage  such  as  ours.  The  world  at  large  knows  little  and  enjoys  less  of 
the  fine  things  that  are  ours.  We  who  are  assembled  here  under  the  pro- 


tection of  the  American  flag  may  well  rededicate  our  lives  to  the  task  of 
perpetuating  liberty  and  love  in  a  wartom  and  bleeding  world. 

Condition  of  the  Order 

Realizing  that  an  active  membership  is  most  desirable  a  general  effort 
has  been  made  throughout  the  state  to  confine  our  membership  rolls  to 
those  actually  in  good  standing.  This  has  of  necessity  reduced  the  member- 
ship m  many  Subordinate  Granges  but  leaves  them  in  better  financial 
condition  to  go  forward  in  the  future,  and  we  feel  that  our  Granges  in 
general  are  in  good  condition.  We  should  double  our  effort  during  the 
coming  year  to  build  our  membership  in  the  Granges  already  organized 
as  well  as  securing  new  Granges  where  practical. 

Our  Juvenile  activity  has  progressed  very  well  throughout  the  year 
and  looks  very  promising  for  the  future. 

Agriculture 

Agriculture  continues  to  be  of  primary  importance  in  our  economic 
set-up,  both  as  a  basic  industry  and  as  a  purchasing  element,  and  while 
the  farmer's  parity  price  has  recently  made  sMght  gains  the  purchasing 
power  of  the  farmer's  dollar  is  only  about  eighty  cents.  This  inequality 
continues  to  increase  farm  tenancy. 

Many  remedies  for  distressed  agriculture  have  been  tried  in  the  past 
and  others  are  now  being  tried.  Many  of  these  remedial  measures  have  been 
the  result  of  cooperative  effort  and  have  demonstrated  the  possibilities 
for  good  cooperative  effort  when  wisely  and  judiciously  used. 

The  Grange  has  been  the  pioneer  in  the  cooperative  field  and  has 
always  been  active  in  promoting  the  principle  of  sound  cooperatives.  It 
has  worked  in  harmony  with  Agricultural  and  Home  Economics  Extension, 
Agricultural  Vocational  Schools,  4-H  Clubs  and  other  constructive  groups 
in  promoting  a  better  agriculture. 

We  believe  that  agricultural  recovery  is  essential  to  National  pros- 
perity and  suggest  the  following  points  as  germane  to  such  recovery: 

1.  The  promotion  of  Agricultural  Science  and  Research  and  the  de- 
velopment of  new  uses  for  farm  crops. 

2.  The  curtailment   of  agricultural  imports  which  replace  home 
grown  products— "The  American  Market  for  the  American  Farmer." 

3.  A  better  understanding  between  Agriculture  and  Other  Industry. 

4.  Education  and  Cooperation  as  a  means  of  establishing  agricul- 
tural parity  with  labor  and  industry. 

The  diversified  agriculture  of  our  state  has  withstood  the  depression 
much  better  than  the  single  crop  areas  of  our  country,  and  while  Penn- 
sylvania has  extensively  gone  into  a  few  lines  of  production  such  as  dairy- 
ing and  poultry  raising,  it  seems  wisest  to  maintain  the  well  balanced 
agriculture  as  practiced  in  the.  past. 

Education 

The  Grange  has  always  sponsored  a  practical  and  purposeful  type  of 
education  and  will  always  insist  that  those  entrusted  with  moulding  the 
virile  young  life  of  America  shall  first  of  all  be  Americans.  The  future 
stability  of  our  Government  rests  in  the  hands  of  those  who  train  our 
young  people.   It  is  far  more   important  to  have  the  boys  and  girls  of 
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America    appreciate    the   blessings    of    liberty    and    the    other   worthwhile 
things  of  life  rather  than  to  become  academic  experts  lacking  character. 

Our  Committee  on  Education  last  year  said,  "Today  in  a  world  in  which 
enlightenment  and  education  are  more  widespread  and  general  than  ever 
before,  we  find  more  universal  unrest,  discontent,  and  war  than  in  any 
age  past.  Education  alone  cannot  be  held  responsible  but  it  is  surely  more 
than  mere  coincidence  that  in  the  very  countries  hailed  as  leaders  in 
science,  whose  educational  methods  have  been  most  lauded  in  America, 
human  rights  and  personal  liberty  have  given  way  to  hate  and  national 
regimentation  amounting  to  virtual  slavery. 

"But  we  need  not  look  at  tragic  Europe,  for  the  widespread  industrial, 
economic,  and  social  strife  in  our  own  country,  where  free  education  has 
been  the  privilege  of  all,  should  cause  us  to  scrutinize  our  educational 
system  from  university  to  kindergarten,  from  local  school  district  to  state 
departments  and  federal  bureau. 

"Each  phase,  whether  it  be  the  method  of  appropriating  support,  ad- 
ministration and  maintenance,  courses  taught,  or  attitude  of  teacher  should 
be  weighed  as  to  whether  it  destroys  or  inculcates  those  virtues  of  self- 
reliance,  initiative,  sacrifice,  a  decent  regard  for  citizenship,  reverence 
for  God  and  respect  for  the  personality  of  his  fellowmen,  which  have  been 
the  pride  of  American  citizenry  and  the  safeguards  of  our  democracy. 

"On  the  basis  of  this  test  the  Grange  has  insisted  on  the  local  de- 
termination and  control  of  education." 

Temperance 

The  Grange  has  always  promoted  the  temperance  cause  and  has  been 
one  of  its  most  aggressive  friends  in  legislative  halls.  Every  member  of 
the  Order  should  be  proud  of  the  active  part  the  Grange  has  taken  in 
promoting  good  government  and  in  suppressing  crime  and  degeneracy. 
Again  we  pledge  our  support  to  this  worthy  cause. 

Legislation 

The  legislative  work  of  the  Grange,  both  State  and  National,  has 
been  well  developed. 

As  the  population  of  our  country  continues  to  increase  and  drift  to 
the  metropolitan  areas,  the  agricultural  legislative  problem  becomes  more 
difficult  of  solution  due  to  the  constantly  diminishing  rural  representation 
m  legislative  bodies.  Therefore  it  seems  inevitable  that  if  the  farmer  is  to 
receive  just  consideration  organizations  such  as  the  Grange  must  bear 
the  responsibility  in  presenting  the  rightful  claims  of  agriculture  and 
fight  for  those  who  till  the  soil. 

The  safe,  sane  and  conservative  course  of  the  Grange  for  almost 
three  quarters  of  a  century  is  the  best  evidence  of  the  character  and 
stability  of  its  members.  Many  fads  have  come  and  gone,  but  the  Grange 
is  here  to  stay. 

We  have  consistently  opposed  the  centralization  of  power  and  have 
favored  local  control  of  local  affairs  wherever  possible.  We  have  opposed 
arbitrary  or  legislative  price  fixing  as  being  fundamentally  unsound  and  in 
violation  of  the  inevitable  natural  law  of  supply  and  demand. 

Any  legislative  or  semi-legislative  price-fixing  program  will  ultimately 
mure  to  the  benefit  of  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  the  country.  If  this  be 
true  Agriculture  comprising  less  than  thirty  per  cent  of  our  population 
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should     be     extremely    careful    in    departing    from    sound    fundamental 
principles. 

Cooperation 

Many  of  the  Agricultural  Cooperatives  of  the  country  are  the  direct 
descendents  of  Grange  activity  and  are  doing  much  to  benefit  our  farmers 
in  a  business  way. 

The  Keystone  Grange  Exchange  has  for  many  years  served  many  of 
Pennsylvania's  patrons. 

Insurance 

Our  Grange  Life  Insurance  Company,  the  Farmers  and  Traders,  has 
steadily  grown  until  it  has  become  one  of  the  strongest  links  in  our 
cooperative  chain.  Its  continuing  growth  and  sound  financial  structure 
should  commend  it  to  all  patrons. 

For  several  years  the  National  Grange  Mutual  Liability  Company  has 
been  writing  automobile  insurance  in  our  state  and  continues  to  fill  this 
Grange  cooperative  need. 

Objectives 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  plans  for  work  were  prepared  and 
published  in  pamphlet  form.  This  made  mention  of  and  contained  helpful 
suggestions  for  the  many  Grange  activities  carried  on  and  completed 
during  the  year. 

Again  the  Better  Ritual  project  stimulated  much  interest  and  should 
have  a  place  in  many  more  of  our  Granges. 

National  Grange 

The  National  Grange  Session  held  at  Syracuse,  New  York,  November 
13-21  was  attended  by  the  delegates  from  thirty-seven  organized  states 
reaching  from  coast  to  coast.  Never  before  has  the  National  Grange  been 
composed  of  so  many  voting  delegates,  the  spread  of  the  organization  in 
very  recent  years  having  added  a  numiber  of  newly-organized  states.  The 
voice  of  the  convention  was  emphatically  raised  in  behalf  of  the  best  in- 
terests of  rural  life,  and  the  attitude  of  the  Grange,  as  the  spokesman 
and  defender  of  the  American  farmer,  was  never  more  outstanding  than 
m  the  program  adopted  by  the  Syracuse   session. 

Sounding  the  keynote  of  Grange  purposes.  National  Master  Louis  J. 
Taber  of  Columbus,  Ohio,  in  his  opening  address  to  the  convention,  outlined 
the  needs  of  the  American  farmer  and  proposed  practical  solutions  of 
existing  problems,  which  later  formed  the  basis  for  many  of  the  resolu- 
tions passed  by  the  session. 

The  outstanding  declarations  by  the  National  Grange  at  Syracuse 
were  built  around  the  determination  to  secure  a  square  deal  for  American 
tillers  of  the  soil,  not  only  in  legislation,  but  through  improved  marketing 
facilities,  extended  rural  privileges  and  freedom  from  burdensome  re- 
strictions; checking  the  tendency  toward  large-scale  farm  activities  and 
guaranteeing  the  .future  of  the  average  farm  on  an  adequate  self-support- 
ing basis;  such  division  of  highway  revenue  as  shall  pay  increased  attention 
to  the  widespread  need  of  improved  secondary  roads  and  vigorous  steps 
to  prevent  the  diversion  to  other  purposes  of  funds  belonging  strictly 
to  highway  needs;  raising  the  moral  tone  of  American  life  by  revival  of 
the   virtues   of  industry,   thrift   and   cooperation;   with   emphatic   condem- 
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nation  of  such  growing  evils  as  intoxication,  gambling,  etc.;  all  the  time 
demanding  immediate  and  vigorous  punishment  for  every  dweller  in  Am- 
erica who  fails  to  measure  up  to  the  standards  of  practical  loyalty  and 
patriotism. 

In  the  National  Grange  program  for  Agriculture  the  following  should 
receive  special  notice: 

1.  Defend  America  and  preserve  American  ideals;  build  a  defense 
system  so  complete  that  it  shall  prove  strong  enough  to  meet  any 
emergency;  and  do  it  at  the  earliest  possible  time. 

2.  Assure  the  American  market  to  the  American  farmer  to  the 
limit  of  his  ability  to  supply  it. 

3.  Restore  the  Farm  Credit  Administration  to  an  independent 
status  by: 

(a)  Administration    through    a    bi-partisan   board,   with    stag- 
gered terms  of  members. 

(b)  Complete  divorcement  from  compliance  with  political  dom- 
ination of  other  program  connections. 

(c)  Maintenance  of  interest  rates  at  the  lowest  possible  point 
consistent  with  sound  business  practice. 

4.  Insistence  upon  the  sound  principle  that  however  much  adjust- 
ments may  be  necessary,  national  wealth  can  never  be  built  by  cre- 
ating scarcity. 

5.  Curb  the  mounting  costs  of  government — national,  state  and 
local.  Faced  with  the  inevitable  expenditures  for  national  defense,  it  is 
more  essential  than  ever  before  that  all  spending  agencies  emphasize 
economy  and  efficiency  in  the  use  of  public  funds. 

Some  of  the  things  opposed  were: 

1.  The  establishment  of  a  Federal  Department  of  Education  at  the 
National  Capitol. 

2.  Any  government  system  of  socialized  medicine;  but  supporting 
community  or  cooperative  projects  of  such  nature. 

3.  The  attempt  of  the  government  to  transfer  to  Federal  agencies 
or  control  the  administration  of  life  insurance  companies;  inasmuch 
as  present  state  and  local  regulations  provide  all  necessary  safeguards 
for  the  operation  of  such  companies  as  private  institutions. 

4.  Restrictions  in  benefits  of  the  Extension  Service  to  any  farmer, 
based  upon  his  affiliation,  or  lack  of  it,  with  any  group  or  organization. 

5.  Further  irrigation  projects  unless  a  similar  acreage  of  sub- 
marginal  land  is  removed  from  cultivation. 

6.  Placing  privately-owned  or  farm  trucks  under  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  or  other  control. 

7.  The  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  or  near  military  training 
camps  in  any  part  of  the  nation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  LECTURER 

Worthy  Master,  Officers,  and  Delegates  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 
When  we  come  to  the  end  of  a  year's  work  we  are  inclined  to  wonder 
what  really  has  been  accomplished.  But  when  the  year  completes  a  six- 
year  term,  we  wish  that  there  was  some  measuring  rod  by  which  we  could 
defmitely  know  what  has  been  done  worth  reporting.  Accomplishments 
are  so  frequently  intangible— impressions,  attitudes,  appreciations  and  de- 
sires  are  values  which  cannot  be  captured  and  included  in  a  written  re- 
port. As  State  Lecturer  over  this  period  of  years  it  has  been  my  great 
privilege  to  be  in  intimate  touch  with  the  great  pulse^beat  of  the  Grange, 
the  lecture  hour  program,  and  as  we  look  back  over  six  years  of  service 
m  trying  to  make  this  program  hour  ever  better  and  more  vital,  we  feel 
that  perhaps  we  have  come  farther  along  the  path  of  progress  than  we 
realized.  There  is  no  doubt  about  it— Lecturers  as  a  whole  have  a  much 
greater  knowledge  of  what  constitutes  a  good  program,  and  a  much  more 
enthusiastic  desire  to  present  this  type  of  program. 

This  report  will  hardly  be  a  report,  in  the  usual  interpretation  of  the 
word,  but  will  attempt,  rather,  to  call  attention  to  the  trends  of  our 
thinking  concerning  the  continued  advancement  of  Grange  work  in  this 
state.  It  will  be  a  summing  up  of  impressions  and  experiences  gathered 
in  the  course  of  our  wide  and  varied  activities  with  the  Granges  of  Penn- 
sylvania. It  is  offered  in  the  sincere  hope  that  it  may  be  of  use  to  those 
who  will  carry  on  the  work. 

Achievement  Awards 

It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  announce  that  some  Granges  have  re- 
ceived honors  for  completing  splendid  work  along  the  lines  of  Grange 
improvement.

Conferences 

"Back  of  all  progress  in  human  affairs  must  be  someone's  constant 
and  determined  vision  for  the  days  and  years  ahead.*'  This  means  trained 
and  informed  leadership,  for  the  Grange  as  well  as  in  all  organizations. 
To  secure  this  type  of  leadership  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  problems  that 
confront  us,  and  needs  constant  attention.  It  is  our  firm  conviction  that 
the  various  conferences  planned  and  carried  out  under  the  program  of  the 
State  Grange  are  sure  methods  of  securing  this  informed  leadership. 
Unfortunately,  however,  those  Lecturers  who  need  help  more  than  others 
are  not  usually  the  ones  who  attend  conferences,  even  when  these  confer- 
ences are  brought  to  their  very  door.  Still,  we  have  a  good  report  in  con- 
ference attendance  to  make  this  year — better  than  usual.  Actual  Lecturers' 
reports  reveal  that  approximately  fifty-two  per  cent  of  all  our  Lecturers 
attended  one  or  more  of  the  three  conferences  offered  to  Lecturers.  These 
were  the  seventeen  Regional  conferences  in  the  state,  the  Lecturers  Short 
Course  at  State  College  at  Easter  time,  and  the  Middle  Atlantic  Lecturers 
Conference  held  at  Newark,  Delaware,  last  August.  A  careful  study  of 
the  Lecturers'  reports  showed  that  a  greater  increase  in  average  attendance 
at  Grange  meetings  was  noted  in  those  Granges  where  the  Lecturer  had 
attended  one  or  more  conferences. 

PomonA  Lecturers 

Almost  without  exception,  the  most  vibrant  Grange  activity  is  found 
in  those  counties  where  the  Pomona  Lecturer  plans  and  works  closely 
with  the  Subordinate  Granges.  When  we  can  get  all  Pomona  Lecturers 
willing  to  be  the  direct  connecting  link  between  the  State  Lecturer  and 
the  Subordinate  Lecturer,  we  will  have  arrived  at  a  great  turning  point 
in  Grange  growth.  We  wish  that  time  would  permit  us  to  make  a  lengthy 
report  of  some  of  the  Pomona  Program  series  that  have  been  presented 
in  this  state  in  the  past  year.  We  take  humble  pride  in  mentioning  to  this 
delegate  body  that  many  other  State  Lecturers  have  asked  for  and  been 
given  permission  to  use  these  same  program  outlines  in  their  respective 
states.  The  State  Lecturer  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  and  congra- 
tulate the  Pomona  Lecturers  for  their  achievements,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  extend  the  same  sentiments  to  the  great  body  of  Subordinate  Lec- 
turers who  have  tried  earnestly  to  carry  out  our  many  suggestions.  We 
would  urge  more  projects  in  both  Pomona  and  Subordinate  Granges.  There 
is  nothing  so  conducive  to  arousing  interest  as  to  have  the  membership 
working  for  certain  goals  and  achievements  and  standards. 

Program  Trends 

In  our  almost-too-well  organized  life  of  today,  the  only  justification 
for  the  existence  of  an  organization  is  the  need  for  the  type  of  thing 
which  that  organization  does,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  organization 
meets  the  need.  This  is  tremendously  important  for  the  Grange  to  realize. 
It's  program  needs  to  guard  and  enrich  rural  life  and  improve  community 


standards  in  farm  localities  to  the  end  that  agricultural  environment  will 
give  a  full  and  satisfying  life  to  the  young  men  and  women  there  as  well 
as  to  the  adults.  We  need  to  continue  to  develop  personality  and  talents; 
we  need  increased  program  attention  to  public  health,  consumer  problems, 
family  living,  safety  as  it  affects  family  and  farm,  methods  for  permanent 
peace,  more  emphasis  on  liquor  control  laws  and  sale  of  liquor,  and  on 
the  distribution  of  indecent  literature,  more  information  on  current  legis- 
lation in  our  state  and  nation,  more  effort  for  wholesome  recreation  for 
our  young  people,  more  books,  more  music,  more  information  on  simple 
economic  questions  as  they  vitally  affect  us  in  our  everyday  life. 

Two  Challenges 

More  and  more,  it  seems  to  us,  two  very  difficult  problems  demand 
attention  on  the  part  of  Lecturers  and  Grange  members.  Strange  to  say 
both  of  these  challenging  proiblems  grow  out  of  inherent  Grange  policy. 
The  first  has  to  do  with  one  of  the  foundation  stones  of  the  Grange,  the 
fact  that  the  Grange  was  founded  on  the  principle  that  "  it  makes  its  ap- 
peal to  the  entire  family".  Under  modem  transportation,  modern  communi- 
cation, increased  educational  activities  and  facilities,  changing  conditions  in 
both  urban  and  rural  family  life  patterns,  continuing  to  make  an  appeal  to 
the  entire  family  is  a  most  difficult  and  perplexing  job  for  the  Lecturer.  It 
will  take  wisdom  and  tact  and  preparation  and  the  cooperative  effort  of 
all  to  keep  within  the  Grange  influence,  father,  mother,  sister  and  brother, 
as  in  earlier  years. 

The  second  challenge  to  be  met  and  solved  has  to  do  with  another  of 
the  Grange's  policies.  Wisely  and  rightly,  the  Grange  has  long  been  a 
champion  and  friend  of  Vocational  Agriculture,  and  with  it  the  Future 
Farmer  organization,  and  also  the  4-H  Clubs.  But  it  has  failed  to  take  and 
use  and  keep  in  the  Grange  the  training  and  leadership  of  these  groups. 
We  beg  Masters  and  Lecturers  and  all  other  officers  to  recognize  these 
problems  and  bend  their  concerted  efforts  to  a  solution  of  them. 

In   Closing 

Each  year  the  month  of  December  brings  new  officers  and  administra- 
tions to  hundreds  of  Pennsylvania  Granges.  To  some  of  us  it  means  a 
close  of  our  term  of  office.  Six  years  in  Grange  work  has  a  way  of  flying 
past,  leaving  us  amazed  that  the  months  of  our  service  together  have 
slipped  by  into  the  full  years.  What  individuals  learn  and  gain  through 
working  together  can  never  be  measured  or  seen.  One  of  life's  great  sat- 
isfactions, for  me,  is  the  joy  that  has  come  through  working  with  people 
who  love  and  believe  in  the  same  things  that  I  cherish  for  our  Order. 
There  are  no  words  in  which  I  can  express,  with  completeness,  my  grati- 
tude for  the  privilege  that  has  been  mine.  In  all  the  time  of  my  service 
with  you,  your  encouragement,  your  unceasing  effort,  your  faith  and  con- 
fidence have  never  failed.  To  all  of  you  I  express  my  abiding  gratitude; 
to  all  of  you  I  say  a  friendly  good-bye  as  your  State  Lecturer.

In  submitting  this,  my  annual  report,  I  bring  yoa  fraternal  greetings 
and  best  wishes  from  the   Patrons  of  Lawrence  County. 

This  past  year  has  been  a  very  pleasant  one  to  me  in  Grange  work. 
We  have  been  very  busy  in  Grange  activities.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year 
I  installed  officers  in  a  number  of  granges  and  I  am  convinced  that  the 
proper  installation  of  officers  together  with  the  charge  to  them  showing 
each  officer  the  specific  duties  affecting  that  respective  office  is  essential 
to  start  the  new  grange  year  right.  We  had  a  schedule  of  Neighborhood 
Nights  for  the  subordinate  granges  which  included  an  exchange  of  officers 
and  programs.

It  seems  incredible  that  another  year  has  passed  since  our  last  ses- 
sions held  at  Chambersburg,  and  that  that  which  we  have  done  or  failed 
to  do  has  become  an  indelible  part  of  the  past.  If  the  past  could  speak  to 
us  today,  it  would  probably  say  as  Frank  Crane  so  well  phrases  it: 

"I  am  yesterday. 

I  am  gone  from  you  forever. 

I  am  the  last  of  a  long  procession  of  days,  streaming  behind  you, 
away  from  you,  pouring  into  mist  and  obscurity,  and  at  last  into  the 
ocean  of  oblivion. 
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I  depart  from  you,  yet  I  am  ever  with  you  .... 

I  am  the  leaves  of  a  growing  book.  There  are  many  pages  before  me. 

Some  day  you  will  turn  us  all  over,  and  read  us,  and  know  what  you 
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I  am  yesterday;  yet  I  am  the  same  as  Today  and  Forever;  for  I  am 
you;  and  you  cannot  escape  from  yourself." 

How  very  true  these  words  are!  We  become  what  Time  makes  us, 
and  we  surely  determine  our  destiny  by  what  we  are  from  day  to  day. 

As  we  look  back  across  the  year  now  closed,  again  we  devoutly  say, 
"Thank  God  for  memory'*.  Experiences  like  this  remind  us  that,  "Adown 
the  lanes  of  memory  bloom  all  the  joys  of  yesteryear,  and  God  has  given 
you  and  me  the  power  to  make  them  reappear." 

How  we  cherish  the  memories  of  these  past  six  years  in  our  heart, 
the  fine  fellowship  we  have  had  with  the  patrons  of  Pennsylvania,  and  for 
this  past  year,  in  which  we  had  the  privilege  of  attending  Pomona  meet- 
ings or  "Go-to-Church"  services,  or  anniversary  occasions  in  at  least  eight 
different  counties.

These  faithful  few  are  the  mighty  minority  whose  long  fidelity 
and  sacrificial  loyalty  undergirds  and  enriches  our  fraternity.  It  was  a 
dream  of  my  heart  that  I  might  have  the  privilege  of  awarding  a  Golden 
Sheaf  while  I  was  your  Chaplain,  but  I  close  my  ministry  in  that  office 
without  the  realization  of  this  ambition.  But  may  the  Lord  bless  and  keep 
those  who  with  long  life  exalt  the  divine  Master  of  us  all  and  "exemplify 
our  principles  in  Faith,  in  Hope,  in  Charity,  and  with  Fidelity." 

The  ever  increasing  number  of  pomona  and  subordinate  granges  now 
annually  conducting  a  church  service  is  an  indication  of  a  growing  appre- 
ciation of  the  spirit  of  brotherhood  in  Christ  that  we  can  and  should  en- 
joy. These  worship  services  have  been  an  inspiration  to  a  great  multitude, 
and  it  is  our  earnest  prayer  that  they  may  be  continued  and  multiplied 
until  every  grange  in  our  commonwealth  can  report  participation  in  such 
a  divine  service.  Let  us  not  forsake  the  assemblying  of  ourselves  together 
for  worship  regularly  in  the  churches  of  our  choice,  and  let  us  not  forget 
the  mercy  of  the  Lord  that  endureth  forever. 

As  I  close  my  term  of  office,  I  expect  to  have  bound  into  a  precious 
volume  of  reminiscence,  copies  of  the  Meditations  I  have  prepared  for  you, 
and  of  many  programs  and  other  items  of  grange  interest  that  I  have 
gathered  during  these  six  years.

Let  us  be 
quiet,  peaceful  citizens,  feeding  the  hungry,  helping  the  fatherless  and 
the  widows,  and  keeping  ourselves  unspotted  from  the  world." 

"And  may  the  God  of  peace  who  brought  again  from  the  dead  our 
Lord  Jesus,  that  great  Shepherd  of  the  sheep,  through  the  blood  of  the 
everlasting  covenant,  make  you  perfect  in  every  good  work  to  do  His  will 
working  in  you  that  which  is  well  pleasing,  in  His  sight,  to  whom  be  the 
glory  Forever  and  ever.

I  am  happy  to  stand  before  you  today  and  to  extend  to  this  body 
cordial  greetings  from  the  3,585  Juvenile  Grange  members  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. We  are  the  Grange  of  the  future,  and  We  are  marching  on.  Not 
as  swiftly  as  we  could  wish,  but  surely. 

This  year  saw  eight  new  Juveniles  added  to  our  roster,  and  two.  re- 
organizations. In  membership  we  just  about  held  our  own.  However,  we 
initiated  nearly  one  thousand  Honorary  members,  a  very  encouraging 
achievement  for  it  shows  an  increased  interest  in  Juvenile  work  on  the 
part  of  Subordinate  members,  and  that  is  one  of  the  things  we  have  been 
striving  for.  We  are  expecting  that  this  interest  will  bear  fruit  which  will 
show  up  in  our  next  year's  report. 

I  had  the  Juvenile  Deputies  for  a  short  conference  at  the  State  meet- 
ing last  year.  I  have  also  contacted  every  one  of  them  by  letter.  During 
the  spring  I  was  privileged  to  be  able  to  tour  the  state  with  the  State 
Master,  Lecturer,  and  Secretary  and  to  be  present  at  every  one  of  the 
regional  conferences.

I  was  also  able  to  attend  the  Lecturer's  conference  at  State  College 
and  conduct  a  short  school  for  Juvenile  workers.  We  had  a  fine  alert 
group  at  this  conference.  To  me  the  high  light  of  the  year  has  been  the 
many  contacts  I  have  made  with  Juvenile  workers  in  every  part  of  the 
state,  in  getting  to  know  them  personally,  and  to  have  firsthand  knowledge 
of  their  particular  problems. 

I  wish  to  commend  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  of  our  Juvenile  Dep- 
uties. They  are  all  busy  women.  They  all  have  to  make  sacrifices  of  time, 
and  strength,  and  money  in  order  to  carry  on  this  work.  But  without  them 
the  work  could  not  go  on — that  it  constantly  moves  forward  in  this  state 
is  a  tribute  to  the  unselfish  devotion  of  this  fine  group  of  women. 

I  also  wish  to  commend  the  Matrons  of  the  state.  Many  of  them  work 
under  very  discouraging  conditions.  They  too  often  meet  criticism  and 
lack  of  appreciation,  yet  they  carry  on  and  accomplish  results.  I  believe 
there  is  no  more  loyal  group  of  Grange  workers  anywhere  than  the  Matrons 
of  the  Juvenile  Granges  of  this  state. 

We  had  fine  response  in  the  Juvenile  contests  this  year.  Big  Knob 
Juvenile  No.  229  of  Beaver  County  was  the  state  winner  in  the  National 
Achievement  Contest.  Eileen  Gwin  of  Westfield  Juvenile,  Lawrence  County, 
was  the  State  winner  in  the  National  Essay  Contest. 

There  are  great  possibilities  for  growth  and  improvement  in  Juvenile 
work  m  this  state.  We  are  only  scratching  the  surface.  The  office  of 
Juvenile  Superintendent  demands  much  more  time  than  I  am  able  to  give 
to  it.     As  I  see  it,  the  most  needed  thing  today  is  more  interest  on  the 


part  of  Pomona  and  Subordinate  Masters.  In  certain  of  the  western  coun- 
ties where  the  Pomona  is  taking  an  active  interest  the  work  is  moving 
forward  in  fine  shape. 

I  believe  there  is  a  more  real  and  vital  need  for  the  type  of  training 
that  may  be  given  by  Juvenile  Granges  than  ever  before.  We  are  living 
in  a  tremendous  age.  Whether  we  like  it  or  not,  old  orders  are  passing 
away  and  a  new  order  is  being  bom.  Whether  we  like  it  or  not,  young 
people  are  going  to  have  more  of  a  voice  in  building  this  new  order.  I 
think  it  is  up  to  us  now,  as  fathers  and  mothers,  as  Christian  men  and 
women,  as  loyal  Grange  members,  to  see  to  it  that  our  boys  and  girls  are 
prepared  for  the  great  task  that  lies  before  them.

REPORT  OF  THE  WORTHY  SECRETARY 

Worthy  Master,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 
Our  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  year  closed  on  September  30,  1940, 
with  our  records  showing  a  state  membership  of  62,678  in  757  active 
Granges.  Our  membership  on  this  date  was  2,818  less  than  it  was  on  the 
corresponding  date  in  1939.  A  heavy  drop  in  membership  was  recorded 
by  many  of  our  Subordinate  Granges  during  the  first  half  of  the  last 
Grange  year.  This  drop  was  the  result  of  an  effort  made  by  Subordinate 
Granges  to  bring  their  current  membership  into  good  standing  and  elim- 
inate those  who  remained  delinquent.  While  this  heavy  drop  in  member- 
ship was  severe,  it  has  left,  we  believe,  many  Granges  in  much  stronger 
position  than  they  were  before. 

However,  we  want  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  many  Subor- 
dinate Granges  in  Pennsylvania  showed  excellent  gains  in  their  member- 
ship. These  two  facts  lead  us  to  call  attention  to  the  heavy  turn-over  in 
membership  which  appears  to  be  taking  place  in  a  number  of  our  Granges, 
more  so  in  some  counties  than  in  others.  Too  often  a  membership  campaign 
with  good  results  is  followed  a  year  or  two  later  with  another  heavy  drop 
in  membership.  This  is  a  condition  which  should  concern  all  those  interested 
in  building  up  the  Order. 

During  the  year  one  Grange  was  reorganized.  It  was  No.  1631,  Greene 
County,  by  Deputy  Ben  W.  Jacobs,  with  eighteen  members.

HOME  ECONOMICS  SCHOLARSHIP  FUND 

From  October  1,  1939,  to  September  30,  1940,  no  scholarships  were 
awarded  out  of  the  Home  Economics  Scholarship  Fund.

SANTEE  SCHOLARSHIP  FUND 

By  action  of  the  State  Grange  at  Chambersburg,  the  records  for  the 
Santee  Scholarship  Fund  were  placed  in  charge  of  the  State  Secretary's 
office.  The  records  show  that  up  to  September  30,  1940,  seventeen  scholar- 
ships of  $100  each  were  awarded  out  of  this  fund. 


GRANGE  NEWS 


Grange  News,  the  official  organ  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange, 
was  published  regularly  during  the  last  fiscal  year.  During  the  three 
months  of  July,  August  and  September  it  was  cut  to  eight  pages  instead  of 
the  regular  sixteen  pages.  This  reduction  meant  a  material  saving  for  the 
News  account. 

During  the  year  every  effort  was  made  to  revise  the  mailing  list  so 
that  the  News  would  go  only  to  those  entitled  to  it,  and  to  all  those  en- 
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titled  to  it.  While  this  work  has  not  been  completed,  during  the  year  8,483 
names  were  taken  off  of  the  subscription  list  and  5,070  were  added.  We 
were  aware  of  the  fact  that  Grange  News  was  going  to  many  people  who 
were  not  entitled  to  it,  but  when  we  started  on  this  revision  we  were  not 
aware  that  so  many  people  who  were  members  of  the  Grange,  and  were 
entitled  to  Grange  News,  were  not  receiving  it.  We  appreciate  the  cooper- 
ation that  we  received  from  the  secretaries  of  the  various  Subordinate 
Granges  who  supplied  us  with  their  active  member  list.  There  are  still 
161  Granges  who  have  not  sent  us  their  Grange  News  mailing  list.  We  hope 
to  complete  this  new  mailing  list  within  the  next  three  months. 

I  want  to  express  in  this  report  my  appreciation  to  the  many  Subor- 
dinate and  Pomona  Grange  officers  in  the  state  whQ  have  aided  so  well 
in  supplying  active  and  current  news  for  the  publication.  I  want  to  ex- 
press my  appreciation  to  the  Chaplain,  the  Lecturer,  the  Juvenile  Superin- 
tendent, the  Chairman  of  the  Home  Economics  Committee  and  the  Worthy 
State  Master  for  their  contributions  which  they  made  to  all  of  these  issues. 

Our  advertising  income  has  run  about  the  same  as  the  average  for 
the  past  five  years. 

Starting  on  October  1st,  1939,  we  began  debiting  the  Grange  News 
account  with  all  expenses  incidental  to  its  publication.  That  included  all 
printing,  salaries,  postage,  paper,  workman's  compensation,  etc. 

During  the  past  year  all  monies  due  the  Grange  News  account  from 
the  General  Fund  in  previous  years  were  transferred.  This  made  it  possible 
to  pay  all  bills  outstanding  on  this  account  as  of  October  1st,  1940.

There  is  always  a  touch  of  sadness  in  our  hearts  when  we  assemble 
from  year  to  year,  for  there  are  familiar  faces  for  which  we  look  in  vain, 
there  are  cordial  handclasps  that  we  keenly  miss,  and  there  are  friendly 
voices  that  we  cherish  in  our  Garden  of  Memory.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  AGRICULTURE 

We,  the  Committee  on  Agriculture,  beg  to  submit  the  following  report: 

Production 

Situated  as  Pennsylvania  is  in  the  center  of  population  of  the  country 
she  has  marketing  advantages  which  are  not  enjoyed  by  many  other  states. 
The  farmers  of  Pennsylvania  are  therefore  in  better  condition  than  the 
majority  of  their  brothers  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  This  condition  is 
no  reason  why  the  Pennsylvania  farmers  should  lose  sight  of  economy  in 
production,  for  by  practicing  still  better  methods  and  by  paying  attention 
to  good  management  they  can  become  the  most  prosperous  group  in  the 
world.  There  is  still  an  opportunity  to  reduce  the  cost  of  milk,  eggs, 
potatoes,  grain,  livestock  and  livestock  products  and  by  so  doing  increase 
their  farm  incomes. 

Marketing 

We  endorse  the  action  of  the  National  Grange  at  its  Session  in  Syra- 
cuse, New  York,  to  eliminate  the  importation  of  farm  products  into  the 
United  States  to  the  extent  of  crippling  the  production  of  markets  for 
the  American  farmer. 

Research 

Each  year  our  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  our 
State  Experiment  Stations  are  spending  millions  of  dollars  in  research 
work  for  the  purpose  of  finding  better  varieties  of  plants  and  the  con- 
trol measures  for  insect  and  disease  enemies  of  our  plants  and  animals. 
We  heartily  endorse  this  practice  and  recommend  its  continuation  to  the 
end  that  we  may  have  the  most  highly  productive  and  most  disease  re- 
sistant plants  and  animals  in  the  world.  We  also  favor  continued  efforts 
be  made  to  find  new  uses  for  agricultural  products. 

Conservation 

We  believe  in  conservation.  Conservation  of  the  soil,  conservation 
of  our  natural  resources,  conservation  of  our  health,  conservation  of  our 
heritage,  conservation  of  boys  and  girls,  and  conservation  of  our  buildings. 
These  can  be  accomplished  by  better  agricultural  practices  which  are  in 
the  realm  of  any  farmer,  by  less  wasteful  and  neglectful  methods  of  pro- 
duction and  planting  of  forest  trees  on  marginal  and  sub-marginal  land, 
by  better  diet  and  care  of  our  bodies,  by  considering  our  heritage  both  in 
healthful  bodies  and  in  real  estate  as  God  given  and  to  pass  it  on  to  our 
descendants  untarnished,  by  removing  from  our  boys  and  girls  the  menace 
of  the  saloon  and  other  dens  of  vice,  and  by  eliminating  as  many  of  the 
fire  hazards  as  possible  from  our  farm  buildings. 

National  Defense 

The  farmer  has  been  called  the  "Backbone  of  the  Nation".  This  is 
especially  true  in  times  of  war  when  it  is  said  an  "Army  Moves  on  its 
Stomach".  At  this  time  when  war  clouds  are  again  hovering  over  our  fair 
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land,  the  farmer  has  again  been  called  on  to  cooperate  in  the  production  of 
national  needs.  As  has  always  been  true  heretofore,  the  farmer  has  done 
bis  share  and  this  time  will  be  no  exception.  We  pledge  our  resources  to 
the  cause  of  our  country  and  will  assist  in  whatever  capacity  we  are 
called  to  serve.  We  believe  nevertheless  that  whatever  is  good  in  time  of 
war  is  also  good  in  time  of  peace. 

Home  Beautification 

Since  external  influences  have  a  great  effect  on  ones  life,  we  believe 
that  a  home  which  has  beautiful  surroundings  will  also  have  an  effect  on 
producing  children  of  beautiful  characters.  We,  therefore  encourage  the 
beautification  of  our  farm  homes  with  flowers,  shrubs  and  trees.  This 
same  idea  can  be  carried  out  around  our  Grange  homes  with  good  results. 

Agricultural  Education 

The  Worthy  Master  in  his  annual  address  has  stated  that  the  Grange 
has  worked  in  harmony  with  the  Agricultural  Extension  Service  and  Vo- 
cational Agriculture.  We  recommend  that  this  policy  be  continued  for  we 
believe  that  these  institutions  can  be  of  greater  service  and  are  always 
willing  to  serve  in  the  developing  of  a  more  prosperous  agriculture.  We 
should  remember,  however,  that  it  is  important  that  we  be  willing  to 
cooperate  for  one  gets  just  as  much  out  of  it  as  he  puts  in. 

Bovine  Disease  Control 

For  the  past  twenty-five  years  or  more  there  has  been  an  active  in- 
terest in  the  eradication  of  bovine  diseases,  especially  tuberculosis  and 
Bang's  disease.  The  Grange  has  always  taken  a  keen  interest  in  this  work 
and  has  led  its  support  to  legislation  and  its  influence  toward  the  appro- 
priation of  money  by  the  State  and  Federal  governments  to  pay  indem- 
nities and  necessary  expenses.  We  recommend  a  continuation  of  this  sup- 
port until  all  the  herds  of  Pennsylvania  are  as  free  as  possible  from  these 
diseases  for  in  so  doing  a  menace  to  health  is  being  eliminated  and  cost 
of  milk  production  is  being  decreased.

Resolution  No.  36 — Presented  by  L.  Bucks  and  Philadelphia  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  during  the  past  three  years  the  corn  borer  has  become  such 
a  menace  to  farmers  of  southeastern  Pennsylvania  that  crop  shortage  is 
now  noticeably  resulting,  and 

Whereas,  the  County  Agents  have  regularly  mailed  notices  containing 
information  on  means  to  destroy  the  corn  borer  to  all  farmers  here,  yet 
the  whole  thing  is  neglected  by  some  who  do  not  help  in  destroying  the 
borer,  and 

Whereas,  in  other  parts  of  the  State  compulsory  regulations  in  this 
regard  resulted  in  satisfactory  clean-up.  Therefore 

Be  it  resolved.  That  this  Pomona  Grange,  No.  22,  of  Lower  Bucks  and 
Philadelphia  Counties,  be  in  favor  of  a  plan  of  compulsory  regulation  to 
blot  out  the  menacing  corn  borer  in  this  section,  and  other  infested  areas 
of  Pennsylvania,  and 
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Be  it  resolved,  That  this  resolution  be  presented  to  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Grange. 

Resolution  approved  by  committee. 

Recommendation  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  39 — Presented   by   Crawford  County   Pomona  Grange. 

Whereas,  there  are  rumors  that  Bang's  Disease  testing  in  counties 
certified  as  "Modified  Free  Bang's  Disease  Areas",  are  to  be  tested  once 
every  three  years,  the  same  as  is  practiced  in  "Tuberculosis"  testing,;  and 

Whereas,  we  believe  that  such  a  course,  owing  to  the  more  rapid 
spread  of  this  disease,  would  lose  for  such  areas  all  that  they  have 
gained  in  disease  control; 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  Crawford  County  Pomona  Grange  No. 
26  respectfully  petition  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  to  use  its  influence 
to  retain  yearly  tes^ting  for  Bang's  Disease,  as  at  present,  and  to  urge 
that  appropriations  adequate  for  such  a  program  shall  be  granted  by  the 
State  Legislature. 

We  don't  believe  this  resolution  advisable  because  such  a  practice 
would  take  money  from  other  areas  which  are  awaiting  tests  and  areas 
which  are  accredited  will  be  taken  care  of  according  to  policies  already* 
adopted  by  the  Federal  and  State  Bureaus  of  Animal  Industry  as  being 
sufficient  to  control  Bang's  disease. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  this  resolution  be  laid  on  the  table. 
Motion  carried. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  GOOD  OF  THE  ORDER 

Your  committee  in  reporting  on  the  Good  of  the  Order  feel  that  the 
subject  is  so  wide  in  scope  that  we  must  confine  our  comments  to  a  very 
few  items. 

We  wish  to  commend  our  State  Master  Bagshaw  on  his  broad  vision 
in  formulating  a  splendid  program  for  meeting  the  needs  of  the  rural 
people  of  Pennsylvania.  Much  credit  is  due  all  of  the  officers  of  the  State 
Grange  for  the  high  standard  of  ritualistic  work  which  is  maintained,  and 
we  would  recommend  that  the  better  ritualistic  project  for  our  subordinate 
granges  be  continued,  as  it  is  a  great  help  in  raising  the  standard  of  our 
Grange  work. 

We  believe  that  there  is  a  very  definite  opportunity  and  a  challenge 
to  the  Grange  to  carry  the  torch  for  our  free  institutions  and  our  American 
way  of  life,  and  we  would  recommend  that  some  of  our  literary  programs 
be  built  around  the  idea  of  what  freedom  really  means. 

Our  County  Agriculture  Defense  Advisory  Committees  are  being 
headed  by  our  Pomona  Masters,  and  we  would  urge  all  of  our  Grangers 
to  cooperate  in  every  way  possible  with  these  committees,  as  an  adequate 
supply  of  food  is  tremendously  important  in  any  defense  program. 

May  we  all  realize  that  our  Grange  will  be  just  as  good  and  effective 
as  we  make  it. 
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Let  us  accept   our  responsibility  and  strive  in   every  way  that  the 
Grange  may  gam  that  influence  and  prestige  which  it  so  richly  deserves.

^^^'*®*^'  Peacetime  conscription  as  provided  for  in  the  passage  of 
the  Burke-Wadsworth  Bill  is  avowedly  to  prepare  our  citizenry  for  defense 
of  our  country  and  not  to  fight  in  Europe,  and 

Whereas,  according  to  the  report  of  the  Senate  Naval  Affairs  Com- 
mittee, "the  armies  of  Europe  and  Asia  do  not  menace  us  ...  we  are  the 
only  great  nation  out  of  reach  of  direct  attack  by  any  means  whatsoever 
save  those  with  which  the  Navy  and  air  forces  can  deal  adequately  .  .  . 
We  cannot  be  attacked  directly  by  the  armed  forces  of  any  powerful  for- 
eign nation;  we  cannot  be  blockaded  by  surface  vessels  or  submarines;  we 
cannot  be  starved;  we  cannot  be  invaded;  nor  can  our  cities  and  homes 
be  bombed  from  the  air  by  foreign  airplanes  if  we  make  sure  we  command 
the  sea  and  air  approaches  which  separate  us  from  aggressor  nations".

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Be  it  further  resolved,  That  this  resolution  be  spread  on  our  minutes 
and  copies  sent  to  our  Senators,  the  Honorable  James  J.  Davis  and  Hon- 
orable Joseph  F.  Guffey,  to  our  Representative,  the  Honorable  Harve 
Tibbott,  to  National  and  State  Grange  Legislative  Representatives,  and 
to  the  press.

Since  no  resolutions  have  been  referred  to  your  committee,  we  feel 
that  the  fruit  growers  of  Pennsylvania  must  be  satisfied  with  present 
conditions  and  believe  that  they  are  much  improved  over  that  of  a  year 
ago,  the  market  and  demand  being  stronger  and  fairly  good,  considering 
the  condition  of  the  world  in  general.  This  is  due  perhaps  to  the  fact 
that  the  growers  have  put  forth  greater  effort  to  produce  a  better  quality 
of  fruit. 

Since  the  Pennsylvania  apple  is  of  finer  flavor  than  that  grown  in 
many  other  states,  we  believe  that  our  home  growers  have  a  better  outlook 
at  present  than  they  have  had  for  some  time  past,  but  we  deplore  the 
fact  that  the  Surplus  Commodity  Committee  have  entered  into  competition 
in  the  distribution  of  apples  and  other  fruits  which  often  results  in  higher 
distribution  costs.  We  would  recommend  that  our  growers  continue  to  keep 
the  quality  the  very  best  and  thereby  be  able  to  put  a  better  grade  of 
fruit  on  the  market. 

Since  flowers  are  also  included  in  Horticulture,  we  must  not  lose  sight 
of  the  fact  that  our  Ritual  encourages  the  planting  of  fruits  and  flowers 
so  as  to  enhance  the  value  and  increase  the  attractions  of  our  homes  by 
adorning  them  with  those  beauties  so  lavishly  given  us  by  the  God  of 
Nature,  and  we  would  include  our  Church,  Grange  and  school  grounds. 
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.V.  ^iTl^'^l  ^T^"^  recommend  that  our  Grange  members  give  more 
thought  to  Horticulture  and  m  the  future  present  resolutions  which  should 
result  m  greater  service  to  our  Order.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  JUVENILE  GRANGES 

With  nearly  eight  hundred  Subordinate  Granges  in  Pennsylvania  and 
less  than  one  hundred  fifty  Juvenile  Granges,  we  believe  there  is  chance 
for  expansion  in  this  branch  of  our  work,  and  that  such  expansion  would 
be  of  great  and  lasting  value  to  the  organization,  to  our  boys  and  girls, 
and  to  the  nation. 

We  firmly  believe  that  one  of  the  finest  things  we  can  do  for  America— 
and  thus  for  the  world—today  is  to  develop  and  keep  a  high  type  of  rural 
leadership,  and  this  is  precisely  the  work  of  the  Juvenile  Grange. 

Ours  is  a  unique  institution.  No  other  organization  anywhere  takes 
a  selected  group  of  boys  and  girls  and  begins  when  they  are  five  years  of 
age  to  definitely  and  actively  train  them  for  leadership. 

Because  of  this  fact  and  because  a  high  and  sincere  type  of  leadership 
is  so  sorely  needed  in  the  world  today  and  will  be  so  needed  in  the  days 
ahead,  we  believe  that  we  should  be  thinking  more  seriously  about  Juvenile 
Grange  work.     We  therefore  recommend: 

1.  That  this  State  Grange  give  increasing  consideration  to  the  Juvenile 
work,  in  planning  the  State  meeting  and  statewide  or  regional  conferences, 
and  that  more  money  be  made  available  for  Juvenile  work. 

2.  That  our  Juvenile  Deputies  make  an  earnest  effort  this  year  to 
acquaint  every  Grange  community  with  the  program  and  possibilities  of  the 
Juvenile  Grange. 

3.  That  all  Pomonas  stress  Juvenile  work  this  year: 

(a)  By  making  the  organization  of  one  Juvenile  their  first  project 
for  the  year. 

(b)  By  working  out  some  system  of  rewarding  meritorious  work 
done  by  their  Juvenile  Granges. 

(c)  By  requiring  quarterly  reports  from  all  Juveniles  under  their 
jurisdiction. 

(d)  By  adding  $5.00  to  the  meager  sum  now  received  by  deputies 
for  the  organization  of  a  Juvenile. 

(e)  By  presenting  every  matron  in  the  county  with  the  National 
Grange  Monthly. 

4.  That  every  Subordinate  Master  in  the  state  stress  the  work  by 
immediately  appointing  a  committee,  whose  first  duty  shall  be  to  study 
the  possibility  of  organizing  a  Juvenile  Grange  or  of  increasing  the  effi- 
ciency of  one  already  in  existence. 

We  urge  that  Subordinate  Granges  strive  to  give  their  matrons  hearty 
cooperation  and  all  possible  assistance,  helping  to  provide  tools  for  her 
work  and  educational  advantages  by  sending  her  to  Juvenile  Conferences, 
leadership  schools,  etc. 
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The  success  of  Juvenile  work  depends  not  upon  the  interest  and  en- 
thusiasm of  the  children — that  is  never  lacking — but  upon  the  intelligent 
interest  and  enthusiasm  of  Subordinate  officers  and  members.

REPORT  OF  THE  HOME  ECONOMICS  COMMITTEE 

Worthy  Master,  Officers,  and  Members  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange: 

It  is  a  privilege  to  present  at  this  time  the  annual  report  of  the  ac- 
tivities of  your  Home  Economics  Committee. 

There  are  five  members  on  this  committee  and  the  state  has  been 
divided  into  five  districts — northwest,  southwest,  central,  northeast,  and 
southeast.     Each  district  comprises  eleven  or  twelve  Pomonas. 

The  Master  of  the  National  Grange  sets  the  example  for  all  other 
Masters  to  follow.  At  the  session  of  the  National  Grange  each  year  he 
appoints  the  members  of  the  Home  Economics  Committee  for  the  National 
Grange  for  the  coming  year.  We  suggest  the  Pomona  and  Subordinate 
Masters  be  as  prompt  in  appointing  these  committees  and  in  sending  their 
names  to  the  proper  channel  so  the  state  Committee  can  get  their  work 
functioning  early  in  the  year. 

To  the  Worthy  Masters  who  have  aided  in  making  the  work  of  our 
committees  successful,  we  extend  our  heartiest  thanks. 

We  aim  for  a  wider  vision  of  the  opportunity  in  the  Grange  for  home 
and  community  service  through  a  Home  Economics  Committee  in  each 
Subordinate  and  Pomona  Grange.  Women  who  are  working  for  happier 
homes,  better  communities  and  better  farm  life.  Always  working  in 
wholehearted  cooperation,  harmony  and  unity  with  the  whole  Grange 
program  and  officers;  never  a  usurping  but  always  a  helping  committee; 
encouraging  making  our  homes  and  Granges  as  nearly  ideal  as  humanly 
possible. 

The  American  home  not  only  is  the  spirit  of  the  nation  but  in  a  sig- 
nificant sense  it  is  the  nation  and  the  development  of  a  well-rounded  per- 
sonality as  well  as  spiritual  growth  and  development  are  as  essential  as 
material  needs. 

Early  in  the  year  our  committee,  as  well  as  the  entire  body  of  faith- 
ful Grange  members  of  the  state,  was  saddened  by  the  news  of  the  death 
of  the  chairman,  Mrs.  Charlotte  Ruppin,  our  loyal,  efficient  beloved  fellow- 
worker. 

We  who  are  left  must  try  doubly  hard  to  fill  the  place  she  so  ably 
occupied. 

Pennsylvania  State  Grange  folders  in  which  was  included  the  Home 
Economics  Program  were  sent  to  all  Pomona  Home  Economics  chairmen 
for  their  Subordinate  chairmen.  Letters  calling  attention  to  the  duties  of 
the  Home  Economics  Committee,  the  woman's  page  in  Grange  News,  and 
asking  for  reports  on  interesting  activities  followed. 

Our  goal  for  the  year  was  a  contribution  to  the  Scholarship  Fund 
from  every  Pomona  and  Subordinate  Grange.  Recognition  to  be  given  at 
State  Grange  to  the  Pomona  and  Subordinate  Granges  contributing  the 
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largest  amount  to  this  fund.     The  Pomona  Grange  which  won  the  award 
is  Beaver  County  contributing  $25.00  and  to  them  goes   a   set  of  three 
sashes.  The  Su'bordinate  Grange  winning  the  award  is  Newton  Grange  No 
251,  Lackawanna  County,  contributing  $5.00.    To  this  Grange  goes  a  set  of 
three  badges  for  their  Home  Economics  Committee. 

The  National  Grange  Home  Economics  Hand  Books  were  also  mailed 
to  Pomona  chairmen  and  they  in  turn  were  asked  to  distribute  them  to 
Subordinate  chairmen. 

We  were  able  to  exchange  Home  Economics  Hand  Books  with  many 
other  State  Committees  and  this  contact  has  been  very  helpful. 

The  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  cook  book  being  no  longer  available, 
we  contacted  our  Ohio  sisters  who  had  very  recently  published  a  splendid 
cook  book  and  these  are  now  available  from  our  State  Grange  Secretary, 
Miles  Horst,  428  Telegraph  Building,  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania. 

Questionnaires  were  sent  to  all  committees,  and  although  not  all  were 
returned  a  great  many  were,  showing  some  outstanding  achievements. 

Helpful  material  from  the  Grange  sisters  for  the  Home  Economics 
pages  of  Grange  News  would  increase  its  usefulness.  This  is  your  page.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION 

With  the  world  in  the  midst  of  a  major  historical  crisis,  America  is 
again  girding  herself  to  defend  the  principles  of  democracy.  To  this  end 
all  phases  of  our  economic,  social,  and  even  spiritual  life  are  being  mo- 
bilized. Witness  our  youth  conscripted  for  the  first  peacetime  army  of 
our  nation.  The  older  leaders  of  industry,  agriculture,  labor  and  education 
are  mobilized  to  back  this  army  of  youth  and  to  keep  the  fires  of  democracy 
burning  in  each  home  and  community. 

This  conflagration  is  not  merely  another  war  but  a  great  social  up- 
heaval such  as  occurred  at  the  end  of  the  Roman  Empire  and  preceding 
the  Renaissance.  In  such  a  crisis  it  behooves  every  citizen  and  lover  of 
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democracy  to  watch  that  the  measures  instituted  and  adopted  are  such  as 
check  the  return  to  absolutism  with  the  consequent  enslavement  of  the 
common  people  which  occurred  in  the  Dark  Ages.  America  should  pre- 
serve for  lovers  of  democracy  everywhere  those  priceless  heritages  brought 
by  Puritans,  Dutch,  Quakers,  and  Scotch-Irish.  Out  of  the  bitter  past  ex- 
periences of  all  these  peoples  and  the  unshakable  belief  in  the  eternal 
laws  of  God  was  wrought  the  fabric  of  our  Constitution  and  government. 
Today  many  people  have  forgotten  the  lessons  of  history.  In  their 
panic  and  desire  for  security  they  willingly  adopt  the  tools  and  methods 
of  the  very  dictators  against  which  they  desire  to  preserve  democracy. 

It  is  a  fundamental  principle  of  God  seen  throughout  the  entire  Uni- 
verse that  while  there  must  always  be  change  and  growth,  if  this  change 
is  to  be  permanent  it  must  be  balanced.  Thus  in  nature  there  must  always 
be  a  balance  between  animal  and  vegetable  forms  of  life.  In  human  life 
itself  the  mental  and  moral  must  develop  simultaneously  with  and  keep 
in  check  the  physical  lest  a  Frankenstein  or  Hitler  emerge. 

Recognizing  these  facts  our  forefathers  established  a  government  with 
separate  and  distinct  legislative,  executive,  and  judicial  branches.  These 
were  designed  to  provide  checks  and  balances  that  would  guard  the  liber- 
ties of  the  people.  Only  within  recent  years  has  the  legislative  branch, 
for  the  sake  of  an  emergency,  delegated  a  portion  of .  its  powers  to  the 
executive.  By  virtue  of  this  surrendered  authority  executive  commissions 
and  bureaus  have  been  enabled  to  issue  edicts  having  to  all  intents  and 
purposes  the  binding  power  of  law.  Further,  by  the  appropriating  of  enor- 
mous lump  sums  directly  to  these  bureaus  or  to  the  chief  executive  himself, 
the  executive  department  has  now  usurped  many  of  the  legally  constituted 
powers  of  Congress.  Balance  has  been  destroyed,  a  check  is  lacking.  As 
a  free  and  intelligent  citizenry,  we  call  upon  our  representatives  in  the 
National  Legislature  to  reassume  their  rightful  power,  to  restore  the 
balance  to  our  democratic  form  of  government. 

A  further  tendency  toward  centralization  of  power  and  bureaucratic 
control  is  apparent  in  our  agricultural  education.  As  originally  signed  by 
Lincoln,  the  Morrell  Act  created  the  Land  Grant  Colleges  for  education 
in  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts  but  left  the  administration  in  the 
hands  of  the  states.  The  Smith  Lever  Act  signed  by  Woodrow  Wilson  pro- 
vided funds  for  the  dissemination  of  agricultural  knowledge  but  likewise 
left  the  administration  of  these  funds  wholly  in  the  hands  of  the  local 
states.  The  stimulation  of  research  and  education  was  the  sole  aim.  Re- 
cently the  programs  of  the  A.  A.  A.,  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act,  the 
S.  C.  S.,  Soil  Conservation  Service,  and  numerous  other  federally  consti- 
tuted agencies  have  set  up  overlapping  and  duplicating  activities.  A  mon- 
etary dole  enables  these  agencies  to  buy  cooperation  and  provides  the 
federal  bureau  with  an  entering  wedge  for  governmental  control  of  the  in- 
dividual farm  and  farmer,  a  condition  seen  in  every  dictator  controlled 
country.  Each  citizen  who  accepts  this  dole  to  agriculture  whether  called 
crop  payment,  adjusted  compensation,  or  reforestation  payment,  is  counted 
as  favoring  this  movement.  He  helps  the  trend  toward  a  government  dom- 
inated peasant  class   on   our  farms. 

The  national  government  through  its  control  of  large  appropriations 
to  vocational  training  is  likewise  dominating  the  content  of  the  courses  in 
agriculture  and  home  economics.  Many  of  these  federal  moves  started  as 
emergency  measures  to  relieve  the  depression  are  now  being  continued  and 
enlarged.  Witness  the  National  Youth  Administration  disbursing  millions 
of  dollars  to  afford  so  called  under  privileged  youth  the  opportunity  to 
stay  in  school.  Not  content  to  work  through  the  regularly  established 
school  systems,  they  recently  asked  for  a  lease  for  ninety-nine  years  to 


erect  their  own  building  in  South  Park,  Pittsburgh.  A  furor  of  public 
protest  finally  succeeded  in  having  the  lease  given  for  only  twenty  years. 
Does  this  appear  like  an  emergency,  depression  relieving  measure,  or  is  it 
a  definite  attempt  of  the  federal  government  to  duplicate  and  control  the 
educational  policies  of  the  state  and  local  communities?  The  superinten- 
dents of  Pittsburgh  and  Minneapolis  have  spoken  in  no  uncertain  terms. 
Are  we  awake?  Do  we  sense  the  usurpation  of  educational  control?  Do  we 
realize  the  effect  that,  making  our  youth  the  paid  wards  of  the  govern- 
ment, has  upon  their  morale  and  self-reliance?  Finally,  do  we  mean  to 
stand  idly  by  while  the  recreational  facilities  of  our  young  men  in  the 
encampments  is  turned  over  to  the  N.  Y.  A.  and  W.  P.  A.?  Both  are  sec- 
ular government  agencies  supported  at  great  public  expense  while  the 
Salvation  Army,  Knights  of  Columbus,  and  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  those  voluntary 
Christian  organizations  which  served  so  nobly  during  the  last  war  are 
permitted  to  serve  only  outside  the  encampments.  We  protest  these  meas- 
ures since  they  destroy  the  balance  in  our  republic  and  are  steps  towards 
totalitarianism. 

The  Grange  has  always  stood  for  patriotism.  The  inculcation  of  re- 
spect not  only  for  the  flag  but  for  those  great  principles  of  liberty,  equal- 
ity and  justice,  of  which  the  flag  is  the  symbol,  are  part  of  Grange  teach- 
ings. We  are  not  alarmed  over  the  failure  of  a  small  religious  sect,  com- 
monly known  as  Jehovah's  Witnesses,  which  because  of  a  deep  religious 
conviction  refuse  to  go  through  the  outward  formality  of  a  flag  salute. 
Rather  are  we  disturbed  by  those  who  while  giving  lip  and  hand  service 
to  the  flag,  question  or  secretly  sabotage  the  democratic  principles  which 
have  made  this  country  great.  Perhaps  one  of  the  most  effective  means 
of  inculcating  love  of  country  is  through  a  knowledge  of  our  history  and 
literature.  Hence  we  condemn  those  teachings  so  prevalent  in  our  history 
texts  which  reduce  the  love  of  liberty  and  the  lofty  aspirations  of  our 
forefathers  to  merely  a  desire  to  perpetuate  for  selfish  reasons,  a  par- 
ticular economic  creed.  Likewise  we  charge  those  authors  who  by  the  so 
called  "debunking"  technique  strip  our  historical  and  religious  leaders  of 
all  higher  motives  and  aspirations.  They  stress  and  parade  before  the 
eyes  of  students  only  their  weaknesses  and  impune  to  them  only  baser 
materialistic  motives.  Even  that  greatest  of  all  literature,  the  Holy  Bible, 
has  been  belittled  in  this  way.  It  is  little  wonder  that  many  of  our  young 
people  are  confused  in  their  thinking.  They  doubt  whether  there  is  any 
absolute  right  as  against  wrong.  After  such  teachings  they  question 
whether  our  democracy  is  enough  better  than  totalitarianism  to  justify 
the  laying  down  of  their  life  to  preserve  it.  Let  us  insist  that  the  teaching 
of  history  and  literature  be  such  as  to  inspire  a  higher  loyalty  and  pa- 
triotism in  daily  life  as  well  as  on  the  battlefield. 

The  old  saying  "An  army  travels  on  its  stomach"  sets  forth  in  start- 
ling figure  the  fact  that  the  production  and  distribution  of  food  is  funda- 
mental to  any  program  of  national  defense.  The  stimulation  of  research  in 
agriculture,  more  efficient  marketing,  and  utilization  of  the  products  of 
the  farm  should  logically  become  a  part  of  any  defense  program.  Like- 
wise, with  our  rural  people  supplying  their  proportionate  share  of  young 
men  for  the  army,  there  is  need  of  increased  vocational  training  to  prepare 
those  left  to  better  man  the  second  line  of  defense.  To  accomplish  these 
purposes  it  would  seem  only  logical,  efficient,  and  economical  to  utilize 
and  expand  the  already  existing  agencies.  The  agricultural  experiment 
stations,  state  colleges,  vocational  schools,  and  agricultural  departments, 
with  their  trained  staffs  of  research  men,  teachers,  extension  workers. 
Future  Farmers,  4-H  and  Senior  club  members,  are  well  equipped.  They 
should  be  liberally  supported  and  entrusted  with  any  expanded  program.

The  first  returns  from  our  draft  boards  show  from  one-fourth  to  one- 
third  of  all  our  young  men  unfit  physically  for  military  service.  Already 
a  move  has  been  made  to  increase  the  emphasis  upon  health  education 
in  our  schools.  We  are  in  accord  with  real  education  in  health  including 
proper  nutrition  which  is  the  basis  of  sound  physical  development.  We 
fear,  however,  that  this  movement  may  be  made  the  excuse  for  a  mush- 
room growth  in  physical  education  and  for  greater  expenditures  upon 
athletics.  Present  methods  often  produce  winning  teams  but  they  leave 
ninety  to  ninety-five  per  cent  of  the  student  body  to  take  their  exercise 
vicariously  sitting  upon  the  bleachers.  The  draft  figures  should  make  us 
question  the  efficacy  of  our  athletic  and  health  programs.  The  expendi- 
ture of  huge  sums  of  public  money  for  stadiums  and  athletic  fields  is 
apparently  not  justified  by  increased  physical  fitness  and  health. 

In  the  interests  of  national  defense  and  conservation  of  human  re- 
sources the  Grange  reaffirms  its  traditional  stand  in  favor  of  prohibiting 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  and  drugs.  Education  as 
to  their  evil  consequences  should  be  intensified.  We  commend  the  news- 
papers and  periodicals  which  at  great  financial  sacrifice  refuse  liquor 
advertising.  We  likewise  note  and  commend  the  National  Broadcasting 
System  for  abolishing  liquor  advertisements  from  their  broadcasts.  We 
call  to  the  attention  of  KDKA,  the  pioneer  broadcasting  station  of  Penn- 
sylvania, that  their  beer  announcements  interspersed  with  regular  evening 
programs  are  particularly  obnoxious.  These  pernicious  announcements  are 
not  in  line  with  their  pioneering  spirit  of  bringing  only  the  best  to  the 
families  of  their  listeners,  especially  to  impressionable  childhood. 

The  Grange  repudiates  war  since  it  is  both  futile  and  iniquitous  or 
wrong.  But  resistance  to  war  alone  is  not  enough.  Granted  that  freedom, 
justice,  and  right  cannot  be  attained  by  war  or  force,  mankind  must  est- 
ablish some  agency  for  insuring '  the  attaining  of  those  good  ends  for 
which  men  have  been,  and  are,  willing  to  go  to  war.  Peace  with  liberty, 
justice  and  order  for  men  of  all  races,  creeds,  and  stations  in  life  should 
be  our  goal. 

Finally,  your  committee  joins  with  many  educators  in  questioning  the 
soundness  of  the  philosophy  of  so  called  Progressive  Education.  While 
committed  to  the  principles  of  universal  education  this  does  not  mean  equal 
education.  Abilities  and  talents  differ.  Each  child  and  adult,  for  education 
is  a  never  ending  process,  should  be  assisted  to  develop  into  a  productive, 
self-reliant  citizen  and  member  of  society.  This  does  not  mean  letting  the 
pupil  do  as  he  pleases,  passing  him  in  every  subject.  Rather  it  involves  the 
discipline  of  hard,  prolonged  effort,  the  development  of  strength  through 
mastery.  And  lastly  the  education  which  we  advocate  should  instill  an 
understanding  and  recognition  of  the  spiritual  basis  of  life.  A  greater 
reverence  for  and  trust  in  the  Fatherhood  of  God,  out  of  which  flows  the 
conception  of  universal  brotherhood  and  mutual  dependence,  should  be  at 
once  the  insight  and  glory  of  education.

Whereas,  the  returns  of  one  acre  of  wheat  figuring  18  bushels  at 
80  cents,  will  not  pay  one  days  craftsmens  wages,  (Bricklayer,  Carpenter 
or  Mason), 

Therefore,  Be  it  resolved,  that  we  petition  the  county  vocational  edu- 
cational and  state  vocational  superintendent  that  teachers  make  an  attempt 
to  draw  out  latent  abilities  in  pupils  to  do  such  work  as  above,  along  the 
lines  of  the  manual  arts,  as  they  do  in  the  fine  arts  viz;  Elocution,  ora- 
tion and  music.

Whereas,  It  seems  to  be  the  established  policy  of  the  building  trades 
unions  to  limit  the  number  of  their  apprentices  so  that  the  scarcity  of 
journeymen  and  craftsmen  will  permit  the  present  excessive  rates  of  wages 
to  continue  or  become  higher,  and 

Whereas,  A  great  many  farmers  would  make  extensive  improvements 
to  their  buildings  if  skilled  mechanics  were  available  at  a  reasonable 
wage  as  compared  to  the  farmers'  rate  of  income  for  their  labor. 

Therefore  be  it  resolved,  That  we  urge  the  proper  officials  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Department  of  Public  Instruction  to  bring  pressure  to  bear 
on  the  school  authorities  in  districts,  townships,  and  counties  in  Penn- 
sylvania to  provide  vocational  training  for  our  youth  who  have  the  quali- 
fications needed  in  the  fields  of  the  various  building  and  mechanical 
trades.

Life  Insurance

State  Deputies,  $3  per  day  and  necessary  expenses  while  engaged  in 
Grange  work,  except  when  attending  State  Grange  and  Deputies'  meetings, 
when  they  receive  mileage  only.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  DAIRY  INTERESTS 

Pennsylvania  being  one  of  the  richest  states  in  our  union  of  its 
varied  industries,  is  in  the  milk  industry  to  the  farmer  as  the  cotton  is 
to  the  cotton  farmer  of  the  south;  the  citrus  fruits  are  to  the  fruit  growers 
of  Florida  and  California,  and  the  potato  to  the  potato  growers  of  Maine 
and  Idaho.  Therefore  the  dairy  industry  is  looked  upon  with  great  interest 
to  the  Grangers  of  Pennsylvania  vnth  great  concern  because  of  the  vital 
effect  it  has  upon  the  prosperity  of  the  industry. 
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We  at  this  time  hear  so  much  as  to  crop  control.  We  must  take  into 
consideration  that  if  we  stop  the  growing  of  crops  that  are  vital  to  the 
production  of  milk  and  take  from  our  government  for  so  doing  a  check, 
how  can  we  expect  to  keep  up  the  flow  of  milk  which  is  so  important  in 
the  building  up  of  the  human  life,  not  only  of  our  state  but  of  the  whole 
nation  if  we  must  import  feed  to  feed  these  cows. 

The  labor  condition  in  the  milk  industry  is  getting  to  be  a  problem  and 
is  being  made  harder  every  year  for  the  producer  because  of  the  labor  un- 
ions and  the  wage  and  hour  laws  that  exist  as  it  effects  the  scope  between 
the  producer  and  the  consumer,  and  he  is  being  educated  to  the  fact  that 
the  producer  is  reaping  a  harvest  off  the  consumer. 

In  times  when  there  seems  to  be  so  much  distress  and  shortage  of 
food  in  foreign  countries,  where  the  milk  cow  is  being  killed  off  for  food 
purposes  making  a  shortage  of  the  vital  product — milk — we  here  need  to 
join  ourselves  in  closer  unity  than  ever  before  to  be  able  to  cope  with 
this  situation  when  the  time  comes  and  to  see  that  we  have  gotten  for 
ourselves  a  just  and  due  share  that  we  are  entitled  to  have. 

We  feel  that  as  a  producer  of  such  an  important  liquid  product,  we 
should  have  an  extensive  advertising  campaign  over  the  whole  nation  as 
other  liquid  products  do,  showing  the  consumer  how  much  value  they  get 
for  their  dollar,  and  the  young  folks  that  milk  in  its  different  forms  is 
far  better  and  more  appetizing  than  the  beers  and  other  different  alcoholic 
drinks  that  are  so  extensively  advertised.

Resolution  No.  29 — Presented  by  Bradford  County  Pomona  Grange 

Whereas,  Dairying  is  one  of  the  principle  sources  of  income  for  the 
farmers  in  practically  all  counties  of  Pennsylvania,  and 

Whereas,  the  marketing  of  milk  is  governed  by  marketing  conditions 
in  adjoining  states,  as  a  Ijirge  percentage  of  the  milk  in  some  sections  is 
shipped  to  markets  outside  of  Pennsylvania,  and  in  other  sections  dairy 
products  are  shipped  into  Pennsylvania  in  competition  with  our  own  pro- 
ducts, and 

Whereas,  legislation  governing  the  marketing  of  milk  in  Pennsylvania 
should  be  coordinated  with  legislation  in  these  adjoining  states,  and  also, 
conform  to  national  legislation,  and 

Whereas,  owing  to  the  camplexity  of  this  set-up  it  is  necessary  for 
the  committee  on  Dairy  Interests  to  give  more  thought  and  study  to  the 
different  phases  of  this  industry  than  can  be  given  at  State  Grange  in 
securing  facts  so  that  a  more  concise  report  may  be  submitted  to  the  del- 
egates at  the  annual  session. 

Be  it  therefore  resolved,  that  the  committee  on  Dairy  Interests  be 
appointed  at  least  six  (6)  months  prior  to  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  State  Grange,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved,  that  sufficient  funds  be  allotted  this  committee 
to  cover  necessary  expense  in  making  this  study  and  subsequent  report. 

Referred  to  Executive  Committee  for  further  study. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 
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Resolution  No.  35 — Presented  by  Beaver  County  Pomona  Grange. 

Whereas,  The  products  the  farmer  has  to  sell  is  not  on  a  par  with 
the  commodities  he  has  to  buy. 

Be  it  resolved,  That  the  Beaver  County  Pomona  Grange,  No.  66,  in 
regular  session,  go  on  record  requesting  the  State  Milk  Control  Board 
to  do  away  with  restrictions  on  Farmers  selling  milk  to  consumers  who 
call  at  the  farm  for  it. 

Approved  in  principle. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.   40 — Presented  by   Crawford   County   Pomona  Grange. 

Whereas,  the  price  that  the  city  consumer  pays  for  his  milk,  causes 
him  to  think  that  the  farmer  producing  the  milk  is  making  too  much 
money  at  his  expense,  and 

Whereas,  this  false  belief  causes  or  may  cause  bad  feeling  towards 
the  farmer,  and  much  unfavorable  comment  about  him. 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  Crawford  County  Pomona  Grange  No. 
26  respectfully  ask  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  to  recommend  and  urge 
the  milk  marketing  Cooperatives  to  place  before  the  public  the  true  facts 
so  that  the  consumer  will  know  how  much  of  his  money  per  quart,  actually 
goes  to  the  farmer,  and  how  much,  transportation,  distribution  and  other 
expenses  cost  him.

Resolution  No.  55 — Presented  by  Montgomery  County  Pomona  Grange. 

In  as  much  as  milk  and  dairy  products  are  essential  to  public  health 
and  in  as  much  as  there  has  now  been  a  program  started  for  the  adver- 
tising of  dairy  products  through  an  organization  known  as  the  American 
Dairy  Association  in  which  six  states  are  already  taking  part,  namely: 
Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Iowa,  Washington,  Montana,  and  South  Dakota; 
and  Pennsylvania  being  one  of  the  largest  dairy  states  in  the  Union, 
therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  that  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  go  on  record 
favoring  this  national  program  to  promote  the  consumption  of  all  dairy 
products  that  is  being  sponsored  by  the  American  Dairy  Association;  also 

Be  it  resolved  that  this  state  grange  go  on  record  favoring  the  Master 
and  Secretary  be  given  the  authority  to  call  a  meeting  of  all  branches  of 
the  dairy  industry  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  to  discuss  the  merits  of  a 
program  of  advertising  dairy  products  and  become  a  member  of  the  Am- 
erican Dairy  Association;  and 

Be  it  resolved  that  if  such  a  meeting  could  be  held  during  the  time 
of  the  Dairy  Products  Show  at  Harrisburg  the  week  of  January  20,  1941 
it  should  be  called  at  that  time  also  authorizing  the  Master  and  Secretary 
to  act  as  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  said  meeting  until  a  state  committee 
would  be  elected.

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Conservation  in  its  broader  concept  and  application  includes  economic 
utilization  as  well  as  the  prevention  of  loss  or  wasteful  use.  It  also  includes 
reforestation  and  the  improvement  of  all  our  natural  and  human  resources. 

We  commend  the  Department  of  Forests  and  Waters  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania  for  its  effective  program  of  forest  fire  prevention 
and  control.  Also  for  its  reforestation  work  and  production  of  forest  tree 
seedlings  for  the  use  of  land  owners  to  be  used  in  reforestation. 

We  also  commend  our  Pennsylvania  State  College  for  its  constructive 
educational  work  with  farmers  and  other  timber  land  owners,  through 
its  experimental  station,  research  laboratories,  and  Extension  Department. 

It  is  also  recognized  that  many  of  our  Subordinate  and  Pomona 
Granges  in  their  Lecturers'  programs  and  through  Grange  sponsored  tree 
planting  demonstrations,  also  community  landscaping  projects,  have  made 
a  valuable  contribution  in  the  cause  of  conservation.  It  is  recommended 
that  many  more  Granges  include  in  their  program  this  type  of  community 
improvement. 

The  conservation  of  our  forest  areas  and  reforestation  are  so  inter- 
related to  the  problems  of  soil  erosion,  flood  control,  the  preservation  of 
our  natural  scenic  beauty,  and  the  protection  of  wild  life  including  song 
birds,  that  its  importance  cannot  be  over-estimated.  For  many  years  the 
policy  of  our  Order  has  been  to  promote  public  opinion  in  this  direction 
and  to  encourage  our  members  to  practice  true  conservation  of  our  natural 
resources. 

It  is  highly  important  that  human  resources  also  should  be  conserved. 
Health  is  of  extreme  importance  and  should  be  safeguarded  with  vigilance. 
We  favor  cooperative  health  and  hospitalization  associations  under  local 
administration.  But  we  are  definitely  opposed  to  so  called  State  Medicine 
where  the  doctor  is  the  employee  of  the  state  rather  than  being  retained 
by  the  individual  patient. 

Other  values  that  merit  serious  consideration  are  the  cultivation  of 
honesty,  thrift,  individual  initiative,  moral  integrity  and  a  recognition  of 
the  fact  that  it  was  by  the  exercise  of  these  virtues  that  America  became 
the  leading  nation  in  the  world  today. 

Our  most  valuable  resource  is  our  rural  youth.  Their  proper  guidance, 
training,  education  and  induction  into  useful  vocations  is  a  Grange  oppor- 
tunity, if  not  a  definite  responsibility. 

The  present  program  of  government  financial  assistance  for  youth 
through  the  N.  Y.  A.  is  in  many  cases  unfortunately  leading  them  to  be- 
lieve that  the  government  should  support  the  people  rather  than  that  the 
people  should  support  the  government.  It  has  a  tendency  to  discourage 
the  need  for  such  virtues  as  thrift,  initiative,  independence  and  self-re- 
liance. It  also  seems  to  foster,  if  not  directly  promote,  class  feeling  and 
antagonism  which  is  unwholesome  and  un-American. 

We  recommend  a  continuance  of  the  gospel  of  conservation  on  a 
broad  scale  through  the  medium  of  education  rather  than  by  government 
regulation  and  subsidy  and  the  cultivation  of  the  spirit  of  individual  re- 
sponsibility for  the  welfare,  safety  and  progress  of  our  nation.

REPORT  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEE 

In  presenting  the  report  of  the  Legislative  Committee  to  the  delegate 
body  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  at  its  68th  annual  session,  the 
committee  is  not  unmindful  of  the  extraordinary  conditions  now  prevailing 
throughout  almost  the  entire  world.  The  economic  status  of  other  nations 
and  precarious  trade  routes  have  greatly  disturbed  the  normal  agricultural 
routine  m  America.  The  cessation  of  the  importation  of  cream,  butter,  and 
cheese  has  opened  up  additional  home  markets  for  our  dairy  products 
resulting  m  a  definite  price  stimulation.  On  the  other  hand  a  decline  in 
the  exportation  of  cereals,  meats,  cotton,  fruits,  tobacco  and  others  has 
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only  served  to  further  complicate  the  surplus  problem  of  these  commodities. 
Some  of  the  things  we  stand  for  today,  some  of  the  things  we  believe  and 
some  of  the  recommendations  and  resolutions  we  favor  will  be  obsolete 
because  of  the  exigencies  of  war. 

The  war  abroad  has  brought  us  up  short  in  our  attitude  of  compla- 
cency  toward   the  fundamental   faiths   we   hold.   We   know  now   that  the 
virtues  of  freedom  and   liberty  are  not   inherited  but  their  perpetuation 
requires  labor  and  sacrifice  and  unity.  Our  nation  has  now  launched  an 
extensive  program  of  National  Defense  to  protect  America  from  invasion 
and  the  American  way  of  life  from  being  destroyed.  The  Grange  renews 
its  pledge  of  loyalty  to  our  country  and  pledges  its   support  to  such  a 
program  of  National  Defense  that  will  make  America  physically  secure 
spiritually  united  in  a  love  for  the  Christian  principles  of  our  republic! 
We  specifically  endorse  the  work  of  the  Dies  Committee  in  its  work  of 
exposing  the  activities  of  un-American  persons.  We  urge  that  Congress 
continue  this  Committee.  It  is  also  evident  that  Agriculture  must  play  an 
important  part  in  any  program  of  National   Defense.  Intensive  research 
on  the  use  of  Agricultural  products  in  industry  will  benefit  both  Agricul- 
ture and  Industry.  We  favor  Federal  assistance  for  the  research  labora- 
tories at  the  various  Agricultural  Colleges.  We  also- recommend  that  more 
funds  be  allocated  to  the  Pennsylvania  State  College  for  agricultural  re- 
search purposes.  Indeed  we  believe  that  it   is  vital  for  our  program  of 
National  Defense  that  we  find   new  uses  for  the   products   of  the  farm 
that  we  now  grow  in  surplus  quantities  and  secondly  that  our  agriculture 
be  given  security  in  its  efforts  to  produce  the  products  we  must  now  import. 

Real  Estate  Taxes  and  Assessments 

A  recent  study  of  the  real  estate  tax  situation  in  Blair  County  by 
the  Pennsylvania  State  College  revealed  that  approximately  a  third  of 
the  farm  property  in  the  areas  covered  was  delinquent  in  taxes.  This 
delinquency  was  much  the  same  on  good  farms  as  upon  those  of  lesser 
value.  Much  the  same  situation  prevails  in  many  other  sections  of  the 
state,  a  condition  which  reflects  the  excessive  tax  load  which  farm  real 
estate  and  real  estate  in  general  is  carrying  in  proportion  to  its  ability 
to  pay. 

f  t:Jn^  seriousness  of  this  tax  load  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  upwards 
of  500  school  districts  in  Pennsylvania  last  year  were  compelled  to  appeal 
to  the  state  for  special  aid  from  special  State  appropriation,  made  for 
distressed  school  districts.  The  number  of  such  distressed  school  districts 
IS  mcreasmg  annually. 

To  relieve  this  school  situation  two  things  are  necessary.  First,  in- 
crease the  amount  of  state  aid  to  schools,  particularly  to  those  in  third  and 
fourth  class  districts  where  the  need  is  greatest.  And  second,  change  the 
method  of  allocating  state  funds  to  third  and  fourth  class  school  districts 
so  that  the  funds  are  more  nearly  distributeji  on  the  basis  of  actual  need. 

As  far  back  as  1931  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  proposed  a  school 
subsidy  law  which  provides  that  no  school  board  of  the  third  and  fourth 
class  districts  may  levy  to  exceed  five  mills  on  the  true  value  of  the  prop- 
erty for  school  purposes;  and  further  provided  that  the  state  shall  subsi- 
dize such  districts  to  the  extent  of  the  difference  between  the  sum  raised 

c?r  loTi  V  *  ?^^  "^'"  ^^"^  ^"^  a  ?1»50<>  per  teacher  cost.  Epcperience 
since  lydl  has  demonstrated  that  such  a  plan  is  sound  and  should  again 
be  vigorously  promoted. 

fV^o^'^i.l  ^^l  x^^?  subsidy  plan  in  operation  would  require  more  state  aid 
man  the  state  is  now  appropriating  for  the  purpose.  But  most  authorities 


on  school  finances  as  well  as  leaders  in  education  support  the  Grange 
viewpoint  that  added  state  support  to  public  schools  is  urgent  if  they  are 
to  be  maintained  throughout  on  the  standards  set  up  by  our  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction. 

With  the  income  from  the  state  gas  tax  continually  increasing  it  is 
now  practical  for  the  state  to  take  over  and  maintain  all  roads  in  the 
state  in  line  with  a  long  standing  policy  of  the  State  Grange.  Until  this 
is  accomplished,  however,  the  state  must  continue  its  allocation  of  state 
highway  funds  to  second  class  townships. 

The  Grange  has  continually  opposed  any  diversion  of  highway  funds 
for  use  other  than  for  highway  purposes.  It  just  as  vigorously  demands 
that  any  moneys  temporarily  borrowed  from  the  highway  fund  for  other 
governmental  purposes  be  repaid  as  promptly  as  possible. 

With  an  increasing  motorization  of  our  farms  and  new  and  additional 
taxes  levied  on  gas,  the  burden  of  paying  tax  on  gasoline  used  solely  for 
agricultural  purposes  becomes  burdensome.  It  becomes  the  more  so  since 
only  six  states,  including  Pennsylvania,  today  require  farmers  to  pay  tax 
on  farm  used  gas.  Farmers  in  this  state  should  be  exempt  from  it  as  they 
are  in  42  other  states. 

The  passage  of  delinquent  tax  laws  during  the  depression  years  has 
brought  on  much  confusion  because  of  overlapping  with  other  tax  laws 
in  effect.  There  is  need  for  a  codification  of  such  laws  to  relieve  an  un- 
pleasant situation. 

Duplication  of  Government  Service 

The  Grange  for  many  years  has  vigorously  opposed  any  encroachment 
by  the  Federal  Government  upon  the  powers  of  the  states  and  the  local 
school  units  to  administer  and  to  determine  their  policies  of  education. 
Nevertheless,  with  the  increasing  expansion  of  the  Federal  government  in 
its  activities,  such  encroachments  become  more  threatening.  The  activities 
of  the  National  Youth  Administration  and  W.  P.  A.  have  been  greatly 
expanded  until  they  begin  to  overlap  some  of  our  state  educational  func- 
tions. With  the  liberal  financial  support  which  they  receive,  these  agencies 
controlled  and  directed  from  Washington  are  a  real  menace  to  our  educa- 
tional system.  The  establishment  of  a  Secretary  of  Education  in  the  Pres- 
ident's cabinet,  long  opposed  by  the  Grange,  would  be  but  one  phase  of 
this  expanding  program. 

Under  the  cooperative  arrangement  between  the  state  and  national 
government  as  instituted  by  the  Smith  Hughes  Act  of  1917,  an  efficient 
program  of  vocational  education  in  agriculture  and  home  economics  has 
been  carried  out.  This  program  is  adapted  to  the  needs  of  our  Pennsylvania 
boys  and  girls.  A  new  expansion  in  vocational  training  liberally  financed 
and  largely  dominated  by  the  Federal  Government  is  being  promulgated. 
We  oppose  this  move.  If  the  vocational  program  is  to  be  expanded,  let 
the  stimulation  and  liberal  financing  be  applied  through  the  vocational 
schools  and  departments  of  our  existing  educational  system. 

In  yet  another  field  of  education,  that  of  Agricultural  Extension,  the 
encroachment  of  the  Federal  Government  has  been  taking  place.  The  Penn- 
sylvania State  GVange  is  in  hearty  accord  with  the  policy  which  has  been 
followed  consistently  by  our  Agricultural  Extension  Service  in  maintaining 
that  important  work  as  a  strictly  educational  activity.  The  work  of  the 
so  called  action  agencies  of  the  Federal  Department  of  Agriculture  is 
administrative  and  regulatory.  The  distinction  between  their  programs  and 
agricultural  extension  should  continue  to  be  definite  and  clean  cut.  There 
should  be  no  official  tie  up.  Each  should  stand  on  its  own  merits.  Hence, 
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we  commend  the  authorities  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  College  for  their 
policy  of  keeping  our  institution  and  extension  service  free  from  all  ad- 
ministrative and  regulatory  functions. 

Since  its  very  inception  our  extension  service  has  had  a  definite  pro- 
grram  of  soil  conservation.  In  line  with  the  recent  national  emphasis  on 
the  prevention  of  soil  erosion  losses,  a  definite,  inexpensive,  and  helpful 
program  based  on  sound  principles  of  both  economics  and  farm  practice 
was  adopted.  We  support  this  program  just  as  strongly  as  we  deprecate 
and  disapprove  of  the  duplication  of  effort  and  tremendous  expenses  rep- 
resented by  the  enlarged  activities  being  undertaken  by  the  Federal  Soil 
Erosion  administration  officially  known  as  the  Soil  Conservation  Service. 
This  national  agency  was  established  primarily  to  demonstrate  on  certain 
•picked  areas  methods  of  sorl  erosion  control.  That  object  has  been  ac- 
complished and  completed.  Now  with  the  placing  of  its  men  to  work  in 
several  counties,  it  encroaches  upon  and  duplicates  at  the  taxpayers'  ex- 
pense our  agricultural  extension  service  of  many  years  proved  worth.  As 
taxpaying  citizens  we  demand  the  abandonment  of  this  unnecessary  and 
expensive  duplication  on  the  part  of  the  Federal  Soil  Conservation  Service. 

Milk  Control 

During  the  past  seven  years  the  milk  industry  of  Pennsylvania  has 
been  regulated  by  a  Milk  Control  Commission  created  under  the  pro- 
visions of  a  succession  of  Milk  Control  Acts  much  the  same  in  content. 
These  acts  have  made  it  mandatory  for  the  control  commission  to  fix 
minimum  prices  to  producers  and  minimum  prices  to  consumers.  They 
have  provided  for  the  bonding  and  licensing  of  dealers,  the  auditing  of 
dealers'  books,  check  weighing,  sampling  and  testing  of  milk  and  other 
minor  provisions.  The  Acts  of  1933  and  of  1935  were  temporary  acts 
enacted  to  meet  what  the  acts  themselves  defined  as  an  emergency.  The 
act  of  1937  made  milk  control  in  Pennsylvania  a  permanent  function  of 
the  government. 

From  the  time  that  milk  control  legislation  went  into  effect  in  this 
state  until  the  present  time  there  have  been  constant  differences  of  opinion 
as  to  the  provisions  of  control  acts  and  the  way  they  have  been  admin- 
istered or  not  administered.  These  differences  have  not  only  existed  be- 
tween producers  and  dealers  but  also  between  groups  of  producers.  Even 
today  there  is  a  wide  difference  of  opinion  between  the  three  major  pro- 
ducer cooperatives  functioning  in  this  «tate  as  to  the  kind  of  milk  control 
legislation  that  would  be  most  effective.  This  difference  of  opinion  also  ex- 
ists among  smaller  dairy  groups  as  well  as  among  the  large  numbers  of 
producers  belonging  to  no  organized  group.  It  has  been  most  unfortunate 
that  at  times  during  the  past  seven  years  such  differences  have  been  drag- 
ged into  political  campaigns  with  no  benefit  to  anyone.  This  may  again 
happen  unless  such  differences  are  ironed  out  among  producers  themselves. 

It  is  significant  also  that  during  these  seven  years  that  Milk  Control 
has  been  in  effect  here,  according  to  common  observation  and  studies  made, 
processed  milk  from  other  sections  of  the  country  has  slowly  but  surely 
encroached  upon  our  fluid  markets,  forcing  a  part  of  our  fluid  milk  into 
manufacturing  outlets  at  lower  than  fluid  prices.  This  situation  may  be  an 
economic  problem  but  the  effects  of  legislation  upon  it  must  not  be  over- 
looked. 

.  ,  .7^^  ^*^*®  Grange  at  its  1935  session  at  New  Castle  stated  in  its  leg- 
islative report  that  "there  is  a  growing  realization  that  State  Milk  Con- 
trol  Commissions  cannot  repeal  the  laws  of  supply  and  demand  and  that 
only  supermen  can  change  the  economic  forces  which  normally  control 


milk  prices  over  so  vast  an  area  as  Pennsylvania  with  its  markets  of  di- 
verse conditions." 

Again  its  legislative  report  of  1936  adopted  at  the  Altoona  session  of 
the  State  Grange  stated  "that  we  are  still  of  the  opinion  that  price  fixing 
of  commodities  will  not  work  successfully;  that  such  price  fixing  is  justi- 
fied only  as  an  emergency  measure  and  that  in  the  long  run,  the  interest 
of  the  consumer  will  have  a  greater  influence  in  the  determination  of  the 
prices  of  milk  than  will  the  needs  of  the  producers.  And,  too,  one  of  the 
disadvantages  of  milk  control  has  been  that  price  fixing  has  usually  started 
with  the  prices  fixed  first  to  consumers,  then  dealers  get  their  costs  of 
distribution  plus  a  profit  and  the  farmer  gets  what  is  left." 

At  the  State  Grange  sessions  both  of  1938  and  of  1939,  the  Grange 
went  in  "favor  of  abolishing  the  scheme  of  compulsory  price  fixing." 

At  the  1935  session  at  New  Castle,  the  State  Grange  took  the  position 
that  "when  the  emergency  act  as  to  priae  fixing  is  terminated,  there 
should  be  vested  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  the  enforcement  of  all 
acts,  excepting  those  relating  exclusively  to  health,  relating  to  the  pro- 
duction of  milk  and  licensing  and  bonding  of  milk  dealers,  the  power  being 
given  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  arbitrate  disputes  when  the  deal- 
ers and  producers  cannot  agree." 

At  the  Washington  session  in  1938,  the  State  Grange  went  on  record 
favoring  "the  plan  of  transferring  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  the 
other  powers  now  vested  in  the  Milk  Control  Commission  such  as  auditing 
dealer's  books,  checking  weights,  sampling  and  testing  and  licensing  and 
bonding  of  dealers." 

Your  Legislative  Committee  has  quoted  actions  previously  taken  by 
the  State  Grange  relative  to  important  phases  of  Milk  Control  in  order 
that  we  might  have  them  before  us  at  this  time. 

In  line  with  these  actions  your  Legislative  Committee  recommends 
that  the  State  Grange  maintain  its  position  of  being  opposed  to  com- 
pulsory price  fixing  of  all  commodities  including  milk;  that  it  favors  the 
transfer  of  such  powers  as  the  licensing  and  bonding  of  dealers,  the  au- 
diting of  dealers'  books  and  the  check  weighing,  sampling  and  testing  of 
milk  now  vested  in  the  Milk  Control  Commission  over  to  the  Department 
of  Agriculture;  and  that  the  Grange  foster  and  encourage  with  all  its 
powers  the  building  of  strong  cooperative  Milk  Marketing  Associations. 

Your  committee  is  aware  of  possible  emergencies  that  may  arise  in 
one  or  more  milk  markets  in  the  state  and  is  in  full  sympathy  with  jthe 
passage  of  legislation  that  will  enable  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
to  cope  with  such  emergencies.  But  it  is  also  aware  of  a  wide  difference 
of  opinion  existing  among  groups  of  dairymen  in  the  state  as  to  the  pro- 
cedure that  should  be  followed  when  emergencies  arise  and  the  powers  that 
should  be  granted  to  cope  with  them.  Believing  that  the  State  -Grange  can 
function  best  as  a  coordinating  agency  in  bringing  about  an  agreement 
between  producer  forces,  your  committee  recommends  that  the  Execu- 
tive and  the  Legislative  Committees  jointly  be  empowerd  to  formulate  a 
procedure  in  line  with  general  Grange  policy  after  working  with  existing 
dairy  groups. 

Cooperation 

The  Grange  from  its  inception  has  fought  for  the  right  of  farmers 
to  organize  in  order  to  bargain  collectively  in  the  sale  of  farm  products 
and  in  the  purchase  of  farm  supplies.  It  has  supported  the  cooperative 
movement  in  every  way  possible  and  has  seen  it  expand  to  huge  propor- 
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tions.  It  still  holds  that  through  cooperative  effort,  the  farmer  has  an 
opportunity  to  help  himself  in  a  world  that  is  highly  organized  in  its 
economic  activities.  To  this  end  it  will  contnue  to  fight  all  attempts  by 
legislation  aimed  at  restricting  the  rights  of  farmers  to  so  organize  and 
functon  and  will  cooperate  with  such  associations  in  securing  helpful  leg- 
islation. 

Cattle  Diseases 

We  urge  adequate  appropriations  by  the  state  to  indemnify  cattle 
owners  for  the  slaughter  of  animals  infected  with  disease  such  as  Bangs 
disease,  tuberculosis  and  mastitis  in  order  to  protect  public  health. 

Tax  Qualification  of  Voters 

We  suggest  that  the  State  Grange  instruct  its  legislative  representa- 
tive to  support  in  the  coming  session  of  the  legislature  a  proposed  consti- 
tutional amendment  which  will  restore  the  provision  requiring  the  payment 
of  taxes  as  a  qualification  for  voting.

Be  it  resolved,  that  Fairview  Grange  No.  1628,  meeting  in  regular 
session  do  hereby  favor  a  school  tax  levy  upon  real  estate  that  shall  not 
exceed  five  (5)  mills,  and 

Be  it  farther  resolved.  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  to 
Allegheny  County  Pomona  Secretary. 

Not  approved  by  committee  because  it  is  not  definite.  We  believe  the 
mtent  of  this  resolution  is  included  in  the  committee's  report. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 
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Whereas,  proposed  amendments  have  been  introduced  by  Senator  Wag- 
ner to  include  agricultural  workers  under  Social  Security  old  age  benefits 
and  tax,  and 

Whereas,  we  believe  that  enactment  of  such  legislation  would  place 
a  heavy  burden  upon  Agriculture,  both  from  a  financial  and  a  record 
keeping  standpoint  and  from  the  seasonal  and  transient  nature  of  agri- 
cultural labor,  and 

Whereas,  we  believe  the  great  majority  of  agricultural  workers  do  not 
desire  to  be  placed  under  this  tax,  therefore, 

Be  it  resolved,  that  Allegheny  County  Pomona  Grange,  No.  42,  duly 
assembled  in  regular  session  as  of  the  above  date,  advise  our  Senators 
and  Representative  of  this  action,  send  copies  of  this  resolution  to  our 
State  and  National  Granges,  and  record  same  on  our  minutes.

Action  of  committee   sustained. 

Resolution  No.  5 — Presented  by  Bedford  County  Pomona  Grange. 

Whereas,  the  Department  of  Highways  is  permitted  to  erect  snow 
fences  on  private  property  for  protection  of  highways  from  snow, 

And  Whereas,  such  erection  is  temporary  and  costly  to  the  State  and 
sometimes  inconvenient  to  the  property  owner, 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  where  the  property  owner  so  desires, 
that  the  law  relating  to  the  snow  fences  be  amended  so  that  the  snow  fence 
may  be  erected  permanently. 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  copies  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  State 
Grange  at  Wilkes-Barre,  in  December,  our  State  Senator,  and  Represen- 
tative and  the  Commissioner  of  Highways. 

Not  approved  by  committee. 

Action  of  committee   sustained. 

ResolutionNo.  6 —  Presented  by  Bedford  County  Pomona  Grange. 

Resolved — ^That  we  urge  the  enactment  of  a  law  at  the  next  session 
of  the  Legislature  requiring  the  payment  of  a  per  capita  tax  of  every 
eligible  citizen  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  for  school  purposes. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  presented  to  State  Grange 
in  session  in  Wilkes-Barre  in  December  1940. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  the  enactment  of  a  law  requiring  a 
Per  Capita  tax  receipt  of  every  eligible  voter  before  granting  them  the 
right  of  franchise  in  this  state. 

Approved  by  committee  as  covered  in  general  report. 
Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  7 — Presented  by  Bradford  County  Pomona  Grange. 

Whereas,  The  primary  function  of  a  tax  upon  gasoline  is  to  provide 
funds  for  the  building  and  maintaining  of  highways,  and  whereas

Compulsory  milk  control,  where  state  agencies  arbitrarily  fix  prices  to  be 
received  by  farmers,  was  not  sponsored  by  the  Grange  and  has  never 
worked  successfully,  because,  farmers'  coopei'atives  were  not  recognized. 
Milk  control  in  Pennsylvania,  because  of  dealer  litigation,  has  become  a  law 
to  guarantee  dealers  profits  and  now,  under  a  recent  decision,  where 
farmers  are  not  organized,  dealers  can  refuse  to  buy  milk  but  can  insist 
upon  selling  the  milk  on  consignment,  so  that  their  farmers  have  no 
protection.  A  new  law  is  needed. 

Resolved,  by  Waterford  Grange  No.  423,  that  the  present  law  be 
amended  by  striking  out  those  provisions  giving  arbitrary  power  of  price 
fixing  to  the  Commission  and  inserting  provisions  providing  for  producers 
bargaining  agencies,  the  right  of  such  agencies  to  negotiate  prices  with 
dealers  bargaining  agencies,  the  right  of  the  producers  agency,  in  any 
market,  when  unable  to  so  negotiate,  to  petition  the  Milk  Control  Com- 
mission for  a  hearing;  the  framing  of  an  order  for  such  marketing  area 
based  upon  the  testimony  given  at  the  hearing;  which  order  is  to  become 
effective  only  upon  a  favorable  referendum  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the 
producers  in  a  marketing  area;  which  order  may  contain  provisions  for 
equalization  of  returns  to  producers  and  for  the  termination  of  such  order 
when  over  one-third  of  the  producers  in  the  market  so  desire.

Resolution  No.  14— Presented  by  Indiana  County  Pomona  Grange. 

Whereas,  Senate  Bill  4164  known  as  the  Burke-Wadsworth  Military

Whereas,  the  policy  of  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  is  for  the  repeal  of 
compulsory  milk  control,  and  the  substitution  of  a  plan  for  fixing  of 
milk  prices  in  marketing  areas  under  producer  control. 

Whereas,  The  plan  of  marketing  agreements  and  orders  under  the 
federal  law  and  the  New  York  State  law  orders,  fixing  the  prices  only 
become  effective  by  a  producers  petition  from  the  bargaining  agency  for 
a  hearing  on  the  proposed  form  of  referendum,  or  producers  with  the 
right  of  equalization  of  prices  of  all  producers.  This  has  proved  to  be  a 
real  benefit  to  milk  producers  as  it  has  meant  more  money  to  the  farmer 
for  their  milk. 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  That  Lackawanna  County  Pomona  Grange 
No.  45,  in  regular  session  this  14th  day  of  August,  1940,  go  on  record  as 
approving  the  foregoing  resolution,  and  petition  Pennsylvania  State 
Grange  to  continue  its  present  policy  and  work  for  its  adoption  of  a  law  in 
Pennsylvania  containing  all  the  essentials  of  the  New  York  State  Law.

Resolution  No.  16 — Presented  by  Lawrence  County  Pomona  Grange. 

Whereas,  Under  our  present  laws  it  is  possible  to  have  a  bond  issue 
to  be  voted  on  a  political  subdivision  by  a  majority  of  the  voters,  which 
in  many  cases  includes  but  a  small  proportion  of  the  real  estate  owners  of 
the  district  on  whom  the  burden  of  payment  rests,

W^hereas,  the  pheasants  have  in  certain  areas  become  a  serious  prob- 
lem to  the  farmers,  destroying  some  crops  and  damaging  others, 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  the  Game  Commission  declare  an  open 
season  on  hen  pheasants  in  those  localities  where  they  are  found  to  be 
too  numerous,  and 

Be  it  further  Resolved,  that  the  Commission  shall  refrain  from  libera- 
ting any  pheasants  in  those  localities  from  which  complaints  have  come. 

Resolved,  that  farmers  may  have  the  privilege  of  shooting  any  phea-

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Whereas,  many  milk  dealers  are  evading  the  Milk  Control  Commis- 
sion's prices  for  milk  bought  from  the  farmer,  by  selling  it  for  him,  or 
pretending  to  sell  it  for  him  on  consignment,  for  whatever  price  they  can 
get,  thus  tending  to  force  downward  the  price  of  all  milk,  even  that  sold 
by  dealers  who  are  honestly  trying  to  follow  the  Milk  Control  Law:  and 

Whereas,  the  Dauphin  County  Court  and  the  State  Supreme  Court 
has  ruled  that  such  Consignment  milk  is  not  covered  by  the  Milk  Control 
Law. 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  Crawford  County  Pomona  Grange  No. 
26,  respectfully  ask  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  to  sponsor  and  promote 
legislation  amending  the  Pennsylvania  Milk  Control  Law  so  that  milk 
consigned  to  dealers  shall  be  priced  the  same  as  milk  sold  directly  to  the 
dealers. 

Approved  by  committee  for  duration  of  present  Milk  Control  Act. 
Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.    42 — Presented  by  Crawford  County  Pomona  Grange. 

Whereas,  second  class  township  roads  are  maintained,  not  alone  for 
the  convenience  of  those  who  live  along  them,  but  rather  for  the  benefit 
of  all: 

And  Whereas,  the  passage  of  the  10-A  Act  during  the  1939  session 
appropriating  money  to  the  Second  Class  Township,  Supervisors,  to  be 
expended  by  them  in  the  maintenance  and  construction  of  roads,  has  been 
by  far  the  most  satisfactory  legislation  yet  enacted,  due  to  the  fact  that 
it  brings  the  responsibility  of  the  expenditure  of  the  fund  directly  to  the 
people  through  the  election  of  capable  township  officials, 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  Crawford  County  Pomona  Grange  No. 
26,  in  regular  session  assembled  this  5th  day  of  December,  1940,  go  on 
record  as  favoring  the  reenactment  of  the  10-A  Act  by  the  1941  session  of 
the   General   Assembly   of   Pennsylvlania,    and 

Be  it  further  resolved,  that  we  petition  the  Legislative  Committee  of 
the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  to  incorporate  in  their  policy  the  substance 
of  this  resolution,  and  to  use  their  influence  to  secure  the  passage  of  such 
legislation,  and 

i?*^c?*  further  resolved,  that  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  presented 
to  the  State  meeting  to  be  held  at  Wilkes-Barre,  in  December  1940,  with 
that  end  in  view.

Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  57— Pesented  by  Warren  County  Pomona  Grange. 

Resolved,  The  Warren  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  10,  in  regular  ses- 
sion at  Warren,  Pa.,  December  4,  1940,  being  fully  aware  of  the  intricate 
status  of  the  milk  marketing  situation  and  wishing  to  assist  in  its  solution 
for  the  benefit  of  producers  and  consumers  alike,  proposes  that  the  follow- 
ing recommendations  be  considered  at  once  in  the  revision  of  the  present 
Milk  Law  and  Milk  Board  Rulings: 

First,  That  the  Base  Plan  be  reestablished,  i.  e.,  a  bonus  to  be  paid 
dairymen  producing  a  uniform  quantity  throughout  all  the  seasons. 

Second,  That  the  State  be  definitely  zoned  and  that  rulings  and  laws 
De  enacted  to  suit  conditions  in  various  zones. 
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Third,  That  all  zones  be  represented  on  an  advisory  council  to  the 
State  Board  for  milk  control. 

Be  it  further  Resolved,  That  this  memorial  be  presented  to  State 
Grange  at  Wilkes-Barre  and  that  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  use  its 
best  efforts  to  have  these  recommendations  given  proper  considerations.

Resolution  No.  59 — Presented  by  Dauphin  County  Pomona  Grange. 

Whereas,  the  Dairy  Industry  is  one  of  the  main  sources  of  revenue 
on  the  farm,  and 

Whereas,  Certain  Producers  are  shipping  their  milk  to  Dealers  on 
consignment,  and 

Whereas,  the  Consigned  milk  is  sent  to  the  Dealer  without  specifying 
a  price,  and 

Whereas,  the  Dealer  sells  such  milk  at  the  best  price  he  can  get, 
retaining  a  commission  and  remitting  the  balance  to  the  shippr,  and 

Whereas,  Such  a  practise  often  results  in  the  shipper  obtaining  a 
lower  price  for  his  milk  than  is  paid  the  producer  who  sells  milk  on  con- 
tract, and 

Whereas,  the  Dealer  buying  under  contract  is  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Milk  Commission,  and 

Whereas,  Under  a  recent  ruling  of  the  Court,  the  Dealer  receiving 
milk  on  consignment  is  not  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Milk  Commission,  and 

Whereas,  such  a  condition  results  in  unfair  competition  both  as  be- 
tween the  Producers  and  the  Dealer  Purchasers,  therefore  be  it, 

Resolved,  that. Dauphin  County  Pomona  No.  60,  thru  its  Executive 
Committee  and  Officers,  present  at  the  session  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Grange  held  at  Wilkes-Barre,  Penna.,  the  following  recommendation: 

We  recommend  that  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  go  on  record, 
as  urging  and  favoring  a  change  in  the  present  regulations  respecting 
milk  on  consignment,  and  that  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  Legislative 
Committee  or  its  Legislative  Agent,  prepare  or  have  prepared  and  intro- 
duced into  the  next  Session  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  bill  to  have  milk  on 
consignment  placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Pennsylvania  Milk  Com- 
mission with  regard  to  the  payment  of  a  minimum  price  per  hundred 
pounds,  and  other  regulations  and  control,  the  same  as  is  in  effect  regard- 
ing other  milk  which  now  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission. 

Approved  by  committee  for  duration  of  present  Milk  Control  Act. 
Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  63--Presented  by  Tioga  County  Pomona  Grange. 

Whereas,  Pennsylvania  State  Grange,  since  the  adoption  of  the  Milk 
control  Law  has  gone  on  record  each  year  as  opposed  to  compulsory  price 

Whereas,  at  the  1938  meeting  of  State  Grange  (reaffirmed  in  1939) 
approval  was  given  to  the  idea  "to  fix  and  enforce  prices  to  producers 
m  those  marketmg  areas  where  a  substantial  percentage  of  dealers  and 
producers  agree  upon  a  price,  or  failing  such  agreement,  it  is  requested  by 
a  substantial  percentage  of  producers,  based  in  general  upon  the  prin- 


ciple of  a  mutual  plan  now  prevailing  in  other  sections.  Under  that  plan 
price  fixing  orders  voted  upon  by  producers  are  now  working  reasonably 
advantageously  in  certain  sections  of  the  country.  We  reaffirm  our  posi- 
tion that  farmers'  cooperative  associations  should  be  fully  recognized  and 
insist  that  in  any  such  plan  of  voluntary  control  through  votes  of  their 
cooperative  associations,  there  must  be  provisions  to  vote  out  such  control 
if  it  does  not  work  because  of  improper  enforcement  or  otherwise." 

Whereas,  this  policy  conforms,  in  general,  to  the  Federal  Law  and 
to  the  law  of  a  neighboring  state  under  which  laws,  orders  effective 
throughout  the  year  1940  have  meant  millions  of  dollars  of  increased  in- 
come to  producers  as  compared  with  year  1939,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  by  Tioga  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  30  that  we  ask  the 
re-enactment  of  this  policy  at  the  next  State  Grange  meeting  to  be  held  in 
Wilkes-Barre;  that  we  urge  all  of  our  members  to  work  therefore,  and 
that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  immediately  forwarded  to  the  Secretary 
of  State  Grange.

REPORT  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEE— Continued 

Resolution  No.  41 — Presented  by  Crawford  County  Pomona  Grange. 

Whereas,  at  a  regular  meeting  of  Linesville  Grange  No.  694  held  on 
Nov.  26th,  1940,  the  following  resolution  was  presented  and  after  due 
consideration  was  favorably  acted  upon  and  is  hereby  presented  for  your 
consideration. 

Resolved,  that  it  is  a  well  known  fact  that  the  Pennsylvania  Depart- 
ment of  Highways  are  spending  large  sums  of  money  on  the  already  im- 
proved highways  in  Crawford  County  on  resurface,  widening  and  relocation 
and  that  some  of  these  roads  have  been  built  a  comparatively  few  years, 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  we  condemn  this  practice  as  unjust 
and  unfair  to  all  of  the  tax  payers  in  our  Commonwealth,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved,  that  we  ask  the  Crawford  County  Pomona 
Grange  and  Legislative  Committee  to  seek  with  other  officials  a  program 
of  construction  whereby  a  certain  number  of  miles  of  new  road  will  be 
built  each  year  on  the  State  Secondary  system  in  each  township,  according 
to  the  number  of  miles  of  road  in  same,  and 
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Be  it  further  resolved,  that  we  seek  the  support  of  the  other  Pomona 
Granges  and  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  for  this  same  program. 

Approved  by  committee. 
Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  44— Presented  by  Crawford  County  Pomona  Grange. 

Whereas,  the  undersigned  Committee  of  Crawford  County  Pomona 
Grange  was  appointed  to  consider  the  inequality  of  taxation  among  the 
various  townships  and  boroughs  and  cities  of  Crawford  County,  and  make 
a  report  thereon  to  the  Crawford  County  Pomona  Grange: 

And  Whereas,  said  Committee  has  met  frequently  among  themselves 
and  with  the  County  Commissioners  of  Crawford  County,  and  have  come  to 
the  following  conclusions: 

First:  The  Crawford  County  Poor  and  County  Tax,  amounting  to  8 
mills  is  borne  unequally  among  the  cities,  townships  and  boroughs  of  Craw- 
ford  County  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  Meadville  assessments  are  based 
on  an  average  of  39  per  cent  of  the  real  value  of  the  property,  whereas, 
boroughs  and  townships  assessments  range  from  50  per  cent  of  the  real 
value  up  to  slightly  more  than  100  per  cent  assessments. 

Second:  That  the  Titusville  assessments  are  based  on  60  per  cent  of 
the  real  value  of  the  property,  whereas,  the  boroughs  and  townships  of 
Crawford  County  are  assessed  on  the  average  approximately  85  per  cent 
of  the  real  value  of  the  property  in  question. 

Third:  As  the  effect  of  this  inequality  in  assessments  is  that  residents 
of  Meadville  pay  a  total  County  Tax  of  3  mills  on  their  real  valuation, 
whereas,  Titusville  residents  pay  a  County  Tax  of  5  mills  on  their  real  val- 
uation, and  boroughs  and  townships  residents,  on  the  average  pay  6^  mills 
County  Tax  on  their, real  valuation. 

Fourth:  That  the  facts  and  conclusions  herein  set  forth  are  printed 
and  tabulated  in  the  pamphlet  entitled,  Pennsylvania  Planning,  issued  by 
Pennsylvania  Department  of  Commerce  State  Planning  Board,  Harrisburg, 
Pennsylvania,  the  facts  herein  set  forth  being  shown  on  page  30,  of  the 
May-June,  1940  issue  of  said  publication 

Fifth:  That  this  inequality  could  be  remedied  by  the  County  Commis- 
sioners of  Crawford  County  by  adopting  the  systematic  supervision  of  town- 
ships and  boroughs  assessments  so  that  said  boroughs  and  townships  as- 
sessments shall  be  uniformed  and  based  upon  the  same  percentage  of  real 
valuation  of  the  property  assessed  in  the  various  boroughs  and  townships. 

Therefore,  be  it  hereby  resolved, 

1.  that  Crawford  County  Pomona  Grange  and  the  State  Grange  should 
favor  the  equalization  of  taxes  to  remedy  the  above  situation. 

2.  that  this  resolution,  if  adopted,  shall  be  so  certified  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  Crawford  County  Pomona  Grange  and  a  copy  thereof  sent  to  the 
Crawford  County  Commissioners  and  the  Chairman  of  the  State  Grange 
Legislative  Committee  with  the  request  that  said  resolution  be  acted  upon. 

Approved  by  committee  in  principle. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  48 — Presented  by  Erie  County  Pomona  Grange. 

Whereas,  There  is  an  alarming  increase  in  the  number  of  Federal 
Agencies  operating  in  all  parts  of  Rural  Pennsylvania 


And  Whereas,  The  activities  of  these  agencies  are  being  expanded  to 
a  degree  that  endangers  the  principle  of  Home  Rule  and  the  independence 
of  farmers, 

Be  it  resolved,  That  Erie  County  Pomona  Grange  goes  on  record  as 
opposing  this  paternalistic  program,  which  will  lead  to  a  socialized  agri- 
culture. 

Approved  by  committee. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  49 — Presented  by  Fayette  County  Pomona  Grange. 

Resolved,  That  some  other  means  be  devised  to  finance  our  public 
school  system  in  Pennsylvania  otherwise  than  the  heavy  burden  which 
falls  on  real  estate;  and  that  we  reiterate  our  former  stand  of  a  five- 
mill  tax  against  real  estate,  and  that  the  balance  of  it  be  taken  care  of 
by  the  State;  and  that  a  special  effort  be  made  to  bring  about  this  legisla- 
tion during  the  coming  session  as  real  estate  can  no  longer  bear  the  burden. 

Approved  by  committee. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  50 — Presented  by  Fayette  County  Pomona  Grange. 

Resolved  that,  all  moneys  which  are  paid  in  for  motor  licenses,  drivers' 
licenses,  and  gas  tax  be  used  ^for  construction  and  maintenance  of  high- 
ways; 

That  the  proper  officials  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  make  an 
effort  to  see  that  this  is  enforced  at  the  next  regular  session  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  Legislature,  and  that  all  such  moneys  previously  devoted 
to  other  than  road  construction  and  maintenance  which  has  not  been  re- 
funded, be  refunded  and  used  for  this  purpose. 

Approved  by  committee. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  51 — Presented  by  Indiana  County  Pomona  Grange. 

Whereas,  There  was  introduced  in  the  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States  on  February  19,  1940,  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Agriculture  a  bill  known  as  H.  R.  8550  "To  authorize 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  enter  into  cooperative  agreements  or  leases 
with  farmers  and  owners  of  forest  lands  in  order  to  provide  for  their  man- 
agement in  accordance  with  proper  forestry  practices,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses", this  Act  to  be  known  as  "The  Cooperative  Forest  Restoration  Act", 
and 

Whereas,  This  bill  among  other  stipulations  would  charge  against 
the  forest  land  under  lease  to  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
the  cost  of  such  management  and  improvement  by  relief  labor  or  otherwise, 
secured  by  mortgage  against  the  timber  thereon,  and 

Whereas,  This  bill  appears  to  be  a  further  effort  to  regiment  farmers 
and  timber  owners  and  enable  the  United  States  Government  to  directly 
engage  in  the  lumbering  business  in  competition  with  present  farmers, 
timber  owners,  and  lumbermen,  and 

Whereas,  For  a  number  of  years  in  the  face  of  an  unsatisfactory  con- 
dition in  the  timber  and  rough  lumber  market  with  the  available  supply  ex- 
ceeding the  demand,  more  and  more  land  owners  have  been  reforesting 
sub-marginal  areas  of  land,  thus  indicating  confidence  in  the  future  under 
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the  American  system  of  private  enterprise  and  the  operation  of  the  law 
of  Supply  and  Demand,  and 

Therefore  be  it  resolved.  That  we  are  opposed  to  the  passage  of  this 
bill,  and  recommend  that  Pennsylvania  State  Grange  concur  in  this  action 
and  urge  our  Congressmen  and  United  States  Senators  to  use  their  votes 
and  influence  to  prevent  its  enactment. 

Approved  by  committee. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Reaolotion  No.  62 — Presented  by  Schuylkill  County  Pomona  Grange. 

Whereas,  Daylight  Saving  Time  is  creating  hardships  on  agriculture 
in  many  different  ways,  and  is  of  no  apparent  benefit  in  any  way  to  the 
general  public,  and 

Whereas,  The  Grange  has  always  stood  for  the  betterment  of  agri- 
culture as  well  as  the  public  in  general, 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved.  That  Schuylkill  County  Pomona  Grange  No. 
55  go  on  record  to  oppose  any  continuation  or  adoption  of  daylight  saving 
time  in  the  future,  and 

Be  it  further  resolved.  That  this  resolution  be  presented  to  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  Grange  sessions  at  Wilkes-Barre,  Pennsylvania,  for  further 
consideration. 

Approved  by  committee. 

It  was  moved  and  passed  that  where  Daylight  Saving  Time  could  not 
be  defeated.  Granges  work  for  the  next  step,  which  is  starting  Daylight 
Saving  a  month  later  in  spring  and  abandoning  it  a  month  earlier  in  the 
fall. 

Resolution  No.  65^— Presented  by  Tioga  County  Pomona  Grange. 

Resolved,  That  we  favor  a  codification  of  all  tax  laws  relating  to  the 
assessment  and  collection  of  taxes.  We  are  not  yet  ready  to  dispense  with 
the  Assessor  and  the  Tax  Collector,  but  firmly  believe  that  more  just 
and  equitable  laws  should  be  enacted. 

Approved  by  committee  in  principle. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  66 — Presented  by  Tioga  County  Pomona  Grange. 

Resolved,  That  we  recommend  that  the  Federal  Government  furnish 
Great  Britain  with  planes,  ships  and  munitions,  but  under  no  circumstances 
will  we  consent  to  send  our  sons  to  fight  in  foreign  wars. 

Committee  recommends  that  this  resolution  be  laid  on  the  table. 
Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  67— Presented  by  Tioga  County  Pomona  Grange. 

Resolved,  That  we  favor  National  Unity  in  building  our  National  De- 
fense but  insist  that  the  large  sums  of  money  that  have  been  appropriated 
for  that  purpose  be  used  for  that  and  that  only. 

Committee  recommends  that  this  resolution  be  laid  on  the  table. 
Action  of  committee  sustained. 
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Resolution  No.  68 — Presented  by  Tioga  County  Pomona  Grange. 

Resolved,  That  the  payment  of  a  per  capita  tax  one  year  or  less 
before  the  date  of  election  shall  constitute  the  right  to  vote. 

Approved  by  committee  in  line  with  its  general  report. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 

Resolution  No.  69 — Presented  by  Tioga  County  Pomona  Grange. 

Whereas,  There  are  many  low  income  families  in  Pennsylvania,  and 
the  children  of  such  families  have  had  insufficient  milk  in  their  diet  and 

Whereas,  A  law  has  been  passed  which  provides  milk  in  such  cases, 

Resolved,  by  Tioga  County  Pomona  Grange  No.  30,  that  we  oppose 
the  repeal  of  the  Relief  Milk  Law  enacted  at  the  1939  session  of  the  Leg- 
islature of  Pennsylvania.  This  law  means  better  health  to  invalids  and 
children  on  relief  and  means  increased  returns  to  producers  of  milk.  Be  it 
further 

Resolved,  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of 
Pennsylvania  State  Grange. 

Approved  by  committee. 

Action  of  committee  sustained. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  COOPERATION 

Never  before  in  the  history  of  the  Grange  has  the  need  for  coopera- 
tion been  so  urgent  as  it  is  today.  If  we  the  believers  in  democracy  do  not 
work  together  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  then  surely  our  form  of  govern- 
ment will  fail.  But  if  we  do  cooperate  in  the  support  of  what  we  believe 
to  be  the  right,  then  surely  it  will  prevail. 

While  we  are  expressing  our  wish  to  cooperate  in  the  defense  of  this 
beloved  land  of  ours,  let  us  not  forget  to  watch,  lest  any  of  the  cooperative 
opportunities  that  we  have  gained  be  lost  in  the  inevitable  centralization 
of  power  caused  by  this  national  emergency. 

As  agriculture  is  the  first  line  of  defense  for  our  nation,  we  urge 
that  the  Grange  cooperate  with  the  Pennsylvania  Agricultural  Advisory 
Defense  Council  through  a  study  of  the  particular  local  needs  and  prob- 
lems. 

We  believe  that  much  has  been  accomplished  by  community  meetings 
that  bring  together  Agriculture,  Business  and  Labor,  to  further  neighbor- 
liness  and  a  better  understanding  of  the  problems  of  the  different  groups. 
More  meetings  of  this  nature  should  be  fostered  by  the  Grange. 

Let  us  remind  you  that  the  cooperative  organizations  of  the  Grange 
such  as  the  Grange  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Companies,  the  National  Grange 
Mutual  Liability  Insurance  Company,  the  Farmers  and  Traders  Life  In- 
surance Company,  and  the  Keystone  Grange  Exchange  are  your  companies 
and  will  prosper  and  aid  you,  just  to  the  extent  that  you  patronize  them. 
Farmer  owned  and  operating  marketing  cooperatives  that  are  properly 
conducted  will  bring  to  us  a  greater  share  of  the  consumer's  dollar. 

As  we  consider  the  comparatively  new  field  of  cooperative  medical 
care,  with  its  many  advantages,  let  us  be  on  our  guard  that  it  does  not 
lead  to  regimentation. 
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We  especially  ask  closer  cooperation  between  the  Pomona,  Subordinate 
and  Juvenile  Granges,  feeling  that  the  Juveniles  need  more  consideration 
and  help.  Let  us  remember  that  it  is  one  of  the  specific  objects  of  our  Order, 
"To  foster  mutual  understanding  and  cooperation".  So  let  us  resolve  to 
cooperate  with  all  others  who  seek  to  promote  the  welfare  of  agriculture 
and  of  mankind.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RURAL  ELECTRIFICATION 

The  1937  session  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Legislature  passed  legis- 
lation which  made  possible,  through  the  formulation  of  electrical  service 
cooperatives,  the  extension  of  electric  service  into  many  parts  of  the 
State  not  before  served.  These  agencies  and  the  utility  companies  have  dur- 
ing the  past  year  made  possible  the  electrification  of  thousands  of  farms. 

The  policy  of  the  State  Grange  has  been  to  get  electricity  on  the 
farnis  of  the  State  as  economically  as  possible,  consistent  with  satisfactory 
service.  We  recommend,  therefore,  that  the  State  Grange  continue  to 
cooperate  with  every  agency  or  organization  that  proceeds  along  these 
lines.  We  also  recommend  the  dissemination  of  information  regarding  the 
economical  use  of  electrical  current  upon  the  farm.
